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Membership eyes future 

Convention focus set on certification, gender equity

Even as it reached what was 
called a landmark on the road to 
reform with its adoption of athlet- 
ics certification, the NCAA mem- 
bership used the 87th C^onvention 
in Dallas to map out a route into 
the future. 

With their actions at the January 



1 2-1 (j meeting, delegates showed a 
clear interest in pursuing deregu- 
lation and rules simplification. 
They also focused attention 
squarely on the issue that appears 
most likely to occupy center stage 
at next year's C-onvention in San 
Antonio — gender equity. 

All in all, the Dallas Convention 
was a more eventful meeting than 
anticipated — which in part may 
account for a surprisingly large 



attendatKc, including a recordi 
number of chief executive officers. 

Based on an unofficial count, 
2,300 delegates, visitors and media 
representatives attended the meet- 
ing — the second highest f igure in 
history. The 248 chief executive 
officers in attendance surpassed 
the previous record of 23fi.

Schultz praises progress 

Membership also urged to maintain positive momentum 



Noting "remarkable" progress 
in the past three years toward 
creating a new model for intercol- 
legiate athletics, NCIAA Executive

Director Richard D. Schultz also 
used his annual "State of the Asso 
ciation" address at the 1993 Con 
vention to sharpen the member- 
ship's focus on lingering areas of 



concern: financial conditions and 
gender and minority concerns. 

Speaking in the same Dallas 
hotel ballroom where he chal- 
lenged the Association in 1990 to 
develop a new approach for ath 
letics, Schultz cited a Harris poll 
conducted early last year as evi- 
dence of both progress and the 
importance of maintaining mo 
mentum. 

He told delegates "the poll indi- 



cates that the percentage of the 
general public and faculties that 
feel athletics is out of control has; 
been reduced from 78 percent (ini 
a 1989 poll) to 47 percent. The 
remarkable 31 -point decline is a 
tribute to your work. The 47 per- 
cent figure is an indication of the 
work to be done."

An athletics certification program for 
Division 1 institutions was adopted 
January 14 at the NCAA Convention in 
Dallas. 

Later this month, the NCAA 
Administrative Committee will appoint 
the NCAA Committee on Athletics 
Certification, the duties, structure and 
composition of which are set forth in new 
Bylaw 23.1. 

Between February and July, the 
Committee on Athletics Certification will 
prepare certification materials, determine 
the certification schedule, establish a pool 
of peer reviewers and refine administrative 
procedures. 

By August, all Division I institutions 
will be informed of the initial five-year 
certification schedule.

Heart attack 
can't stop 
Ohio coach 

Ohio University wrestling coach Harry 
Houska had some tough battles in his 
career as a coach and as a former NCAA 
champion. But those battles were more like 
skirmishes compared to what he had to 
deal with a little more than a year ago. 

On December 13, 1991, Houska and his 
wife drove to Riverside (Ohio) Hospital to 
sec a doctor after he complained of feeling 
bad. As he waited on the examiner's table, 
Houska suffered a heart attack. 

"Luckily, I was at the right place at the 
right tiine," he said. "I could actually sec the 
lesion on one of my coronary arteries on 
the TV mrjnitor. I could see I had almost 
100 percent blockage of one of the arteries. 
Fortunately, they were able to dislodge the 
clot with little damage. 

"It felt like 1 had a french fry stuck in 
there. I have not had a french fry since." 

Houska, who has shed 4.5 pounds since 
the attack, said poor eating habits while on 
the road and late at night after making 
recruiting calls contributed to his health 
problem. 

"After recruiting, I'd go out and eat all 
the wrong things," he said. "Twenty-five 
years of that, arul you ate a prime candidate 
for health problems." 




Ohio University wrestling coach Harry 
Houska entered the 1992 93 wrestling 
season about 45 pounds lighter after 
suffering a heart attack in December 
1991. 

Player learns lesson 

Marquette University men's basketball 
player Will Gates had a summer to re 
member in 1992 and learned a valuable 
lifelong les.son. 

The sopliomore traveled to Australia, 
New Zealand and the Fiji Islands with the 
Warriors' men's team, but his more impor- 
tant mission la.st summer was setving as a 
supcrvisc)r with the Look to the Future 
Foundation, which is based in Chicago. 

Gates was responsible for leading a grc)up 
of about 85 high-school students who cc)m 



pleted interior and exterior painting as well 
as various other tasks for people whose 
homes were in need of repair. 

"I was worried at first that I might be 
stuck in an office somewhere," Gates told 
Kathleen Hohl of the Marcjuette sports 
information department "I got to travel to 
the job sites and make sure that the work 

was getting done During the summer I 

was responsible for several different teams 
that were working on different projects. On 
the basketball cc)urt, there's one team that's 
working toward the same goal. 

"I learned that communicating well with 
people resulted in the job getting done. I 
know 1 will be able to use that in the future."

Iba leaves mark on all of basketball

Basketball coaching great Heniy 
Iba will be missed because of his 
character, although colleagues and 
former players said his coaching 
style left a mark that will remain 
for many more years. 

Iba died of heart failure January 
15 al age 88. Iba, who won more 
than 650 games at Oklahoma State 
University, had been hospitalized 
since January 13. 

"Henry Iba lame along at a 
time when the foundations of the 
game in terms of a national sport 
were being established," said Bob 
Kurland, a 7 footer who was on 
NCAA championship teams in 
1945 and 1 946. "The credibility he 
attached to cc)aching standards 
has been the mark most C)f the 
good coaches are shooting for." 

Aniong active coaches, Iba was 
closest to Bob Knight of Indiana 
University, Blocjmington. "Of all 
the shadows that cast over the 
game of basketball, his was the 
biggest," Knight said. 

Dean Smith, coach at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, Chapel 
Hill, said: "He was perhaps the 
greatest coach of all time and a 
truly outstanding human being 
whcjm I could count as a friend. 
Wliether be realized it or not, he 
has touched every coach's philos 
ophy in the game." 

Former Kansas State University 
coach Jack Hartman, who played 
and coached under Iba at Okla- 
homa State, called him "the most 
impressive person I've ever 

met He had a great feel for 

people and a great ability to get 
the most out of people." 

Hartman, who won 436 games 
at Kansas Slate, attributed his suc- 
cess to lessons he learned from 
Iba. 



"Hard work and deiermination," 
Hartman said. "Those intangibles 
would overcome a lot of other 
things. That was his approach, 
and it certainly was mine.... I 
realize it takes talent to coach 
skilled kids. But Mr Iba would 
take a lot of Oklahoma country 
boys and take them as far as they 
could possibly go and make them 
compete with the very best" 

Word of Iba's death spread 
cjuickly at the NC;AA Convention 
in Dallas. 

"This is a sad day for the NCAA," 
said NC;AA F.xpculive Director Ri 
chard D. Schultz. "I remember our 
50th anniversary Final F'our cele 
bration (1988) and how much a 
part of the history of basketball 
Mr Iba was. He was one of a kind, 
a great innovator." 

Iba won a total of 767 games at 
Oklahoma Slate and Northwest 
Missouri Slate University, the sec- 
ond-most of all lime behind 
Adolph Rupp of the University of 
Kentucky. He did it by stressing 
sound man to man defense and a 
patient ball-control offense. He 
was a siern teacher, often putting 
his teams through three practices 
a day. 

"Everybody recognized Mr. Iba 
as a great coach," said current 
Oklahoma State coach Eddie Sut- 
ton, another Iba protege. "But 
what set him aside was the fact he 
was a great person, a caring per- 
son. Even the people he coached 
against had great warmth for him. 
Too often in the coaching profes- 
sion we don't find that, but I've not 
met a coach who knew Mr. Iba 
who didn't have the utmost respect 
for him."

Some observations 
for the new leader

I would not label the few 
thoughts that I shall put 
forth in this article as advice 
but instead as observations 
that President Crowley might 
be cognizant of as he takes 
the helm of the NCAA. 

I am sure that being president of the 
NCAA in 1993 is somewhat different than 
serving as president in the early '80s, as I 
did. The difference can be attributable to 
the organizational, structural and philoso- 
phical changes that have taken place within 
the Association during the last 10 years. For 
example, the Association is much more fed 
eratcd than it was in 1982. The NC^AA 
(Council consists of 46 members rather than 
22 members. The NCAA Executive (Commit- 
tee is slightly larger, and there are more 
committees that report to the NCAA Council 
and Executive Committee. 

More critical than the above changes was 
the creation of the Presidents Commission. 
The establishment of the NCAA Presidents 
Commission represents one of the most sig- 
nificant organizational changes that has 
taken place in the Association's history. 

When I first became active in the affairs 
of the Association in 1975, presidential in- 
volvement was quite minimal. By 1983, as 
my tenure as president of the Association 
came to a close, college presidents were be- 
coming involved in the NCAA in increas- 
ingly greater numbers. Today, college 
presidents represent a major force in the 
NCAA and in college athletics in general. 

I imagine that the change in the position 
of executive director of the Association has 
had an impact on the amount of time that 
the president has had to devote to making 
personal appearances for the Association. 
In view of the extensive travel schedule of 
the present executive director on behalf of 
the Association, it would appear that there 
would be less need for the president to

Education affects coaching hires 



I recently saw an interview on tSPN 
with new Temple University football 
coach Ron Dickerson and was dis 
turbed to hear he is one of only three 
black college football coaches in Divi 
sion I-A. What also disturbed me was 
the implication that racism was a major 
reason for this problem. 

Everyone points the finger, but no 
one offers any suggestions that could 
improve the situation. 

.Since this subject has surfaced often 
recently, I wondered what the problem 
really is and how it could be remedied. 
There are .some rjuestions I have that, 
if answered, i ouUl help the situation 
down the road. 

Having worked in a collegiate ath 
letics setting for eight years, I have 
come to know many coaches from 
many different sports, and one thing 
the vast m;ijorily have in common, 
besides experience in their respective 
sports, is a minimum of a master's 
degree. 

I went through several back issues 
of The NCAA News, and mc)st adver- 
ti.sements for head coaching positiotis 
ill all sports seek candidates with a 
master's degree. If such a heavy em- 
phasis is placed on an advanced de- 
gree, student athletes with coaching

aspirations should be made well aware 
of it. 

Numerous opportunities exist for 
student athletes of all races and 
genders to get a good start through 
graduate assistant coaching positions. 
Such a position usually pays for most 
of an education, with a stipend in- 
cluded. It is a great way for an Individ 
ual to advance educationally ancl IC) 
gain valuable coaching experience at 
the same time. Many graduate assist- 
ants go on to assistant coaching posi 
tions and work their way up the ladder 
from there. 

I feel it would be worthwhile for the 
NCIAA to perform a study on the 
number of whites. Blacks, Hispanics, 
etc., who go on to graduate school, as 
well as the percentage of head coaches 
with master's degrees, liroken down 
by sport. If such a study showed a far 
greater number of whites attending 
grad school or taking GA positions, it 
would seem logical that if colleges are 
looking for master' s-level candidates, 
then whites would hold a far greater 
number of coaching positions. 

It may sound too simple, but it 



makes sense. Pick up an issue of the 
News and inspect the job market sec- 
tion and loc)k under <jualifications in 
each ad. 

I'm sure such a Study would not 
solve all problems related to this issue, 
but it could point people in a positive 
direction and put them in a better 
position to market their abilities. 

In sports such as football, basketball 
and baseball, dreams of professional 
careers may deter a few from fulfilling 
their academic potential. Those indi 
viduals should remember, however, 
that they must perform well in under- 
graduate studies to qualify for graduate 
school; for that reason, graduate 
school or a (jA position is not a lock 
just because one happens to be a 
talented athlete. 

(iraduate school may take two or 
three more years, but what are a few 
short years of hard work compai ed to 
living your career dream for the rest 
of your working days? Opportunities 
should be for everyone, and this may 
be a way to create more opportunity 
for talented individuals of all races 
and genders with coaching potential.

They may 
not know that, liut they arc. I think if I'm not in control, I'm 
not doing my job. That was the criticism of last year's staff, 
(that) we weren't in control. 

"We're dealing with people trying to get ready for life. 
You look around and see people who are successful in life, 
ancl ihey are people who are disciplined 

"You can ask Bobby Knight (Incliana University, Bloo- 
mington) or Mike Krzyzewski (Duke University). They're 
not trying to get in touch with the kids. They're making the 
kids get in touch with them. Leadership is not about 
acquiescing and getting in touch with them. I've been 
pressed into a situation here where I need to get in touch 
with kids. And that's a tragic situation. 

"It's like the biology professor sitting .50 students down 
at the beginning of the year and asking each one what he 
should teach, how many tests do they want and when to 
come to class.

This report summarizes legislation cun ently pending in 
state legislatures that could atteci, or is otherwise of 
interest to, the intercollegiate alhlclii s programs and 
Student iithletes at NCAA member institutions. 

A list of 20 bills from 13 states is set forth. The report 
includes 19 bills that have been introduced and one 
pending bill on which action has been taken since the last 
report (December 30, 1992). The newly introduced bills 
are marked with an asterisk. 

Pending bills discussed in the previous report on which 
no action has been taken do not appear in this report. 
With the exception of New Jersey and Virginia, state 
legislatures will not carry over legislation from the 1992 
session. 

This report is based on data provided by the Information 
for Public Affairs on-line state legi.slalion .system as of 
January 14, 1993. The listed bills were selected for inclusion 
in this report from a larger pool of bills concerning sports, 
and they therefore do not necessarily represent all bills 
that would be of interest to individual member institutions. 
Bills pending in the District of Columbia and U.S. territories 
arc not available on line and are not included. 

The NCAA has not verified the accuracy or completeness 
of the information and is providing this summary as a 
service to members. For further information regarding a 
part icular bill, members should contact the state legislature 
concerned.

make personal appearatices. Ob- 
viotjsly, the previous executive di- 
rector did not travel as much and 
relied more on NCAA officers to 
make appearances on behalf of 
the Association. Also, the extent to 
which the president elects to attend 
meetitigs of special and standing 
committees will determine the 
amount of time that will be re- 
quired. 

The issues that the Association 
encounters during any period will 
impact the amount of time that the 
president must spend in dealing 
with those issues. As an illustratioti, 
while I served as secretary-treas- 
urer and president of the Associa- 
tion, considerable lime was 
devoted to grappling with the fol- 
lowing; (1) cost containmetii, (2) 
Title IX, (3) the initial involvement 
of women in the NCAA, (4) the 
lawsuit brought by the Universities 
of Georgia and Oklahoma against 
the NCAA, and (5) Proposition 48, 
which cattle during the waning 
days of my tenure as president 

Unquestionably, more time had 
to be giveri to the Association be 
cause of these issues. The activities 
preceding the lawsuit alone neces 
sitatcd the calling of a special 
Convention. 

All of the above factors will 
determine to a great extent the 
amount of time and effort that will 
be required of the new president 
Irrespective of the issues that the 
Associatioti will face during the 
next two years, there are certain 
prerequisites that will be necessary 
for President Crowley to fulfill his

itistitutional responsibilities as well 
as his N(;AA responsibilities suc- 
cessfully. 

First, it is essential that President 
Crowley receive the blessing, un- 
derstanding and support from his 
instituliotial governing board and 
from his institution. This support 
is an absolute must. He must feel 
free and comfortable to perform 
his NCAA duties without expe- 
ricncitig restrictions from his iti- 
.stitution as a result of his involve- 
ment with the NCAA. 

Second, it is imperative that Pres 
iderit Crowley have a very strong 
ancl cornpctent administrative staff 
in place at his institution to carry 
on the functions of the president's 
office while he is away from his 
school. Although this may be stat- 
ing the obvious, a strong support 
staff becomes more critical when 
a person assumes the presidency 
of the NCAA while remaining re 
sponsible for the myriad duties 
that a college president must per- 



form. 

Third, with the etiactment of 
thejoint Policy Board legislation, I 
believe it is appropriate and timely 
for a college president to be NCAA 
presidetit With his experience as 
a college president and given his 
established relationship with other 
chief executive officers, I believe 
he can be very instrumental in 
making the Joint Policy Board an 
effective group in establishing ma- 
jor policy issues in the NCIAA. 

Fourth, it is importatit that the 
tiew president recognize that he is 
the top elected officer of a large, 
complex organization with many 
diverse and cotiflicting interests. 
As president, he is at the center of 
this web of conflicting elements. 
He will be fine, and nothing will 
be hard to take, as long as he 
realizes that he cannot be "right" 
all of the time and settles for doing 
the best he can. 

One constant for any president 
of the NCAA is the competency 
and dedication of the NCAA staff. 
The staff of the NCAA makes the 
job of the NCAA officers so much 
easier. While serving as the presi 
dent, I never had to use my own 
institutional staff to accomplish 
NCAA tasks. Mr. President utilize 
their abilities. 

Finally, I wish President Crowley 
a very successful tenure as NC^AA 
president I am confident that he 
will continue the fine perforin 
ances thai the past NCAA presi 
dents have displayed throughout 
the storied history of the Associa- 
tion.

Cooperation sought for gender-equity challenge 



Amid widely expressed fears 
that gender ecjuily may prove to be 
too divisive an issue to handle. 
Association leaders sought at the 
1993 Converition in Dallas to urge 
the membership to "rise above the 
pitfalls" and pursue solutions in a 
professional and cooperative 
manner. 

"It's a very emotional issue," 
NC.AA Kxecutive Director Richarcl 
D. Schiilt/ acknowledged in post- 
t^onvention remarks to media rep- 
resentatives. "It comes at a time 
when people have all kinds of 
financial pressures, and it's going 

to be a challenge 1 hope that 

people will work together in a very 
professional way." 

Schulty made a similar plea in 
his "State of the A.ssociation" ad- 
dress. NCAA Gender Equity Task 
Force cochair James J. Whalen, 
president of Ilhaca C^oUege, also 
asked for a spirit of cooperation in 
a status report to the Convention 
on that group's work. 

"I have been concerned from 
the outset by the degree of volatility 
that this matter has produced," 
Whalen told delegates during the 
Convention's opening business 
session. "There seeiTis to be a 
great deal of anger, feelings of 
threat, fear — one might even go 
so far as to say paranoia. 

"If we are going to come up with 
a reasonable and productive reso 
liilion to this longstanding con

cern, we arc going to have to rise 
above the volatility and work to 
gether...." 

Noting that no decisions have 
been made yet by the task force, 
Whalen promised that the mem- 
bership will have an oppoilunity 
to "consider and react" to any 
proposals. He said hearings will 
be scheduled before any final 
recommendations arc issued. 

Fault lines 

Discussions of the issue at the 
(Convention revealed some of the 
fault lines along which any pro 
posed solutions to the problem 
could crumble. 



One delegate, pointing to ac- 
tions in Division I that restored 
the maximutn number of grants in 
women's basketball to 15 while 
rejecting a move to delay a cut in 
men's giants from 14 to 13, said 
she feared such votes might "prove 
destructive" liy creating animosity 
between men and women. 

Schultz himself warned in his 
opening address that there can be 
no progress toward gender er|uity 
without resolving ">iow football 
fits into the equation." 

Acknowledging the difficulty of 
dealing with a sport for which 
there is no comparable women's 
{irogiam, Schultz warned against 



"any plan that greatly reduces op- 
portunities for one gender to en 
hance opportunities for another." 

But Whalen, noting the diversity 
of the task force's membership, 
asked Convention delegates to rc 
member that gender ecjuily tran 
scends narrow interests. 

"This is not just a divisional 
issue, not just a monetary issue, 
not just a sport-specific issue," he 
said. "Incleed, it is in many ways 
one of the most all-encompassing 
matters with which the NCAA may 
ever deal, and one that should 
be — and in my view is — as impor 
tanl to men as it is to women." 

Legislating change 

Whalen reviewed the task force's 
charge: to develop a definition of 
gender equity; to review current 
NC L\A practices — "particularly leg- 
islation and championships " — 
for the pur]x>se of determining their 
impact on matters of gender equity, 
and to propose a set of principles 
that would guide improvements 
and establish benchmarks for 
measuring progress. 

Schultz, however, expressed 
doubts that the Association can 
"legislate" gender equity. "There's 
so much diversity in our organiza- 
tion; just in Division I alone, we 
have schools with budgets of a 
million dollars or less all the way 

up to $23 million to $24 million 

That's why it's going to be very 



difficult to pass legislation that 
says 40 percent or fjO percent of 
your participants have to be 
women." 

Rut he believes the task force 
can establish guidelines ancl in 
that way set the tone for progress 
toward gender ecjuity at the institu- 
tional and conference levels. 

"Any time we can deal with 
these issues locally — at the con 
ference level — we're .so much bet 
ter off than if we try to put 
something on the books nation 
ally," he said. 

"I think the first step in all this, 
and I'm really going to urge the 
task force to do this, is to get down 
to business and establish a very 
strong principle that articulates 
meaningful, conscientious ways of 
determining the interest and abil- 
ities of women athletes; and then, 
make sure that those wc>men have 
every accominodation that men 
have." 

And if the task force succeeds in 
that effort, it is then up to the 
nietTibership to make that principle 
work. 

As Whalen put it in his report at 
the Convention: "Ultimately, it 
will be up to you, the membership, 
to decide whether to accept or 
implement those recommenda 
tions, to act on them legislatively, 
to expand on or otherwise modify 
them." 



Membership supports deregulation and rules simplification; sets sights on gender equity 
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Conventions, those CEOs made 
their presence felt by prompting 
the adoption of nearly all of the 
proposals sponsored or cospon 
sored by the NCAA Presidents 
Commission. Eight of those nine 
proposals were adopted in whole 
by the membership and the ninth 
in pan — and most won by lop 
sided margins. 

Certification set 

Although its passage seemed 
almost anticlimactic, certification 
still goes into the Convention his- 
trjry book as the key ac hievement 
of the 1993 galheiing. 

Reassured that the program has 
been suitably scaled down from 
the version tested in a pilot pro 
gram and satisfied that it will not 
unnecessarily duplicate programs 
of regir)nal act rediting agencies, 
Division I members adopted certi- 
fication by a 274-4 1 vote (with four 
abstentions). 

"The big piece of legislation in 
my mind was certification," NCAA 
Executive Director Richard D. 
Schultz said in his post-(;onvention 
comments to media representa 
tives. "I think it indicates, stronger 
than anything else, that this Asso- 
ciation is really fully committed to 
the reform agenda... it kind of ties 
a nice ribbon around everything 
else that came along before." 

The Presidents Commission also 
succeeded easily in becoming 
more integrally involved in the 
policy level of the Association 
with the adoption of Proposal 
No. 50, which created a Joint 
Policy Board comprising the Ad 
ministrative C^ommittec and offic 
ers of the Commission. The board 



gives chief executive officers more 
autbority regarding the Assfx:iation's 
budget, among other matters. 

One of the Commission's victo- 
ries, liowevcr, was mixed at best. 
The panel was able lo win adop- 
tion of the first halt of Proposal 
No. 51, whii h specifies thai all 
legislative proprjsals shall be eval 
uaied by an appropriate NCAA 
committee before being presented 
for action at an NCAA Convention. 
However, the other half of the 
proposal — which would have per- 
initted the (Commission to place a 
two-year moratorium on the 
amendment of new legislation — 
lost by a 321-463-12 count. That 
portion of No. 51 received less 
than majority approval in all three 
divisions. 

Another success 

Even so, the Commission could 
count the Convention as another 
success for the reform movement 
In addition to the victories with its 
own proposals, the presidents were 
able to defeat or force withdrawal 
of most of the membership pro 
posals they believed would reverse 
reform actions taken at the last 
three (Conventions. 

In fact, the few setbacks the 
Commission suffered in that re- 
gard were only marginally related 
to the reform movement The most 
notable losses came on Proposal 
No. 18, which will require the 
Association to assume responsi- 
bility from member institutions 
for distributing graduation-rate 
information to prospects' high- 
schrjol guidance offices and high 
school and two year college 
coaches, and Proposal No. 19, 
which actually will increase core 



curriculum requirements in mathe- 
matics and English. 

However, a proposal sponsored 
l)y the NCAA (Council and sup- 
poiled by the (Commission — Pro- 
posal No. 17, establishing an 
initial-eligibilily clearinghouse for 
Divisions I and II — easily won 
adoption. 

Another (Council sponsored and 
(Commission supported measure 
— Proposal No. 53, establishing 
an Administrative Review Panel to 
deal with unusual sitiiations in- 
volving the application cjf Associa 
lion legislation — also was ap 
proved. That action produced 
cjuick results, as the panel met 
immediately after adjourtnnent of 
the (Convention and issued rulings 
on institutional appeals involving 
five student-athletes. 

A complete summary of Con 
vention voting actions begins on 
page 10 of this issue of the News. 

Deregulation 

Perhaps the most interesting 
trend arising from the (Convention 
was the support shown by ihe 
membership for proposals pro 
moting the idea of deregulation 
and rules simplification. 

"There is a lot of interest in 
deregulation and rules simplifica- 
tion," Schultz said. "This has be 
come a very popular cause and 
direction, and it's one that I 
strongly support." 

That interest was manifested in 
actions ranging from approval of 
a resolution directing further study 
of federation by sport within the 
Association to the adoption of 
Proposal No. 123, which eliminated 
printing and content restrictions 
for stationery used by Division 1 
institutions for letters to prospects. 



"There's a tremendous amoiml 
of interest in rules federation by 
sport" Schultz said. "We know that 
from the coaches meetings that 
we've conducted. You can see the 
problems and the (oncerns out 
there, because of the fact thai most 
of our rules are passed f or football 
and basketball and then they fall 
out across the board. In a nimibcr 
of cases, they really overcomplicate 
things for a number of the sports." 

The membership also showed a 
willingness to contiruie making a 
distinction between mere fine 
timing and rolling back recent 
reform legislation. For example, 
despite considerable lobbying 
from coaches, Division I members 
refused to delay a cul in permissi 
hie grants-in-aid for men's basket 
ball or lo tonvert a restricted 
earnitigs coach's position to a full- 
time position, but they did take 
such steps as providing additional 
exemptions to legislation setting 
the starting date for competition. 

"I've maintained all along that 
if wc have legislation thai is not 
working properly, we shouldn't 
feel that just because we correct it 
that we're falling off the sled or 
backsliding. I didn't see much back- 
sliding out there," Schultz said. "I 
think there were honest attempts 
to coiTect some situations that had 
developed because of the way the 
legislation had passed. 

"Whenever you pass single 
pieces of legislation that cut all the 
way across the board, you're going 
to have that... and you have to be 
willing to come back and adjust 
those things that really aren't work- 
ing." 

Gender equity 

Even as Division 1 members 



were rejecting the men's liaskelball 
proposals, they reinstated the max- 
imimi number of granls-in-aid in 
wonien's basketball to 15 and also 
canceled scheduled reductions in 
grants for Division I women's equi- 
valency sports. TViose were two of 
four legislative actions at the Con- 
vention that clearly addressed gen- 
der cciuity concerns. 

Also adopted in Division 1 were 
Proposal No. 7f), which exempts 
from the five-year rule women 
who competed at the collegiate 
level before the N(CAA began of- 
fering women's championships, 
and Prcjposal No. I3(), which per- 
mits Division I members tcj offer 
six all-male or mixed ancl eight 
women's teams in meeting mini- 
mum sports sponsorship recjuire 
ments, rather than seven of each. 

But those actions clearly were 
only a warm-up for coming delib- 
erations of the N(CAA (jender- 
Eciuity Task Force and the antici 
pated debate over whatever legis- 
lation that group might recom 
mend for the 1994 (Convention. 

Wliile actions were limited in 
Dallas, talk about gender cc]uity 
was plentiful. Schultz. used his "Stale 
of the Association" address in the 
opening general session to urge 
the membership to guard against 
allowing the issue to become "div- 
isive and polarizing." 

Delegates also heard a report 
from Gcnder-Ecjuity Task Force 
cochair James J. Whalen, president 
of Ithaca College, and devoted 
about a half-hour of the general 
business .session on Presidential 
Agenda Day to cjuestions and com 
ments about the issue (see stctry 
above).

Knight Commission 
praises certification 
as final reform step 



The following w a slalemmt released January 14 in 
Dallas by the Knighl Foundation Commission on 
Intercollepate Athletics, following approval of a certifi- 
cation program for NCAA Divisiori I institutions. The 
statement was signed by commission cochairs William C. 
Friday and the Rev. Theodore Hesburgh: 

"The Knight Foundation Comnlissioti on Iniet- 
collcgiatf Athletics salutes the annual Convention 
of the National CoUcj^iatc Athletic Association 
today for its adoption of the proposed certification 
program for colleges and universities. 

"Today's action cements inlo place the athletics 
reform legislation raising academic standards 
and controlling costs, which were adopted by the 
two previous NCAA Conventions in 1991 and 
1992. 

"With implementation of this certification pro- 
gram in the school year beginning in September 
1993, the mechanism will be completed by which 
genuine reform of widely recognized abuses in 
college sports can be achieved. 

"The Knight Commission, which has worked 
for nearly three years to help point the way to 



meaningful reform on behalf of college student- 
athletes, realizes that even with this framework in 
place, refcjrm will not come automatically. In fact, 
it will not come at all unless the leadership and the 
membership of the NCAA have the will and the 
perseverance to use this framework, 

"The commission also applauds the Conven- 
tion's actions to strengthen the role of college 
presidents in NC-AA manageinent by creating a 
Joint Policy Board involving the Presidents Com- 
mission in Association management 

"The Knight Coinmission is pleased that the 
reform package now enacted by the NCAA closely 
parallels in principle the 'onc-plus-three' reform 
model that the commission first proposed in 
March 1991. This model calls for the 'one,' that is, 
control of college athletics programs by the pres- 
idents of each institution, to be exercised through 
the 'three,' namely, academic integrity, financial 
integrity and certification. 

"Under this formula, the Knight Commission 
believes, college sports in this country may be 
restructured to serve truly tlie interests of college 
students who participate in them." 



Adoption of a certification pro- 
gram for NCAA Division I institu- 
tions was hailed by the Knight 
Fouiidalioii Commission on In- 
tercollegiate Athletics as the final 
step toward achieving relorms 
(ailed for by the comiiiission in 
1991 

"This action < enienls into place 
the athletics reform legislation 
raising academic standards and 
controlling ccjsts, which were 
adopted by the twcj previous NCAA 
Conventions in 1991 and 1992," 
the commission said in a statement 
January 14. 

The commission's cochairs, the 
Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, former 
president of the University of Notre 
Dame, and William C. Friday, 
former president of the University 
of North Carolina, said the action 
means that, by September 1993, 
"the mechanism will be completed 
by which genuine reform of widely 
recognized abuses in college sports 
can be achieved."

New revenue sources 

In additir)n to ncjlirig ccjst-c ut- 
ting efforts in the national off'ic e 
and soliciting siii)port for the 
NCAA F.xeculive Committee's re- 
cent dec ision to allocate .$68 mil- 
lion in revenue and interest from 
the CBS Sports contract to the 
membership trust, Schultz asked 
the membership to consider tap- 
ping two new sources of revenue — 
licensing and a Division I A focjt 
hall championship gaine. 

He estimated that up tcj $48 
million may have been Icjst during 
the past year to "pirate and coun- 
terfeit licensing," thus depriving 
NCAA members C)f significant re- 
venues from product sales. 

As a re.sponse, he prcjpcjsed the 
establishment of an NC.AA Prop- 
erties program, which Schultz .said 
"would have the potential of gcner 
ating a higher percentage bac :k to 
the membership" while providing 
effective enforcement and reduc- 
ing "drainatically the amount of 
dollars going to counterfeit licens- 
ing." 

He promised delegates that the 
national office soon would provide 
inore information aljout that con 
cepL 

As fcjr a Division I A champion 
ship, Schultz was careful not to

"In fact," they said in tiie c om 
mission's statement, "it will ncM 
ccjme at all unless the leadership 
and the membership of the NC^AA 
have the will and the perseverance 
to use this framework."

advocate its establishment Instead, 
he asked the membership merely 
to consider the idea. He suggested 
a single gaine that would he played 
after the New Year's Day bowl 
games, with revenues to be distri- 
buted "in the same manner that 
we're ricjw distributing revenue for 
any Nf^AA championship." 

"For this to work, it has tci coine 
from you, the membership. It has 
to come from Division I A. It has to 
be scjmcthing you feel comfortable 
with, and that you can embrace." 

Footliall also was important in 
Schultz's remarks about the Asso- 
ciation's current cfFcjrts to define 
and pursue gender ccjuity. Warn 
ing that failure to fit football into 
the gendcr-ecjuity "equation" 
would result only in deadlock, 
Schultz expressed a preference 
for expanding opportunities for 
women over reducing opportuni- 
ties for men. 

"I am concerned that focjtball 
has become a target for some 
regarding gender equity," he said. 
"Football is important tcj intercol- 
legiate athletics and the NCAA. 

"C^ertainly we are smart enough, 
and committed enough, to achieve 
the goal of gender equity without 
damaging the quality of football 
and other programs." 

Schultz also acknowledged con- 
cerns that efforts to achieve gender 
equity might diminish the Associa- 
tion's commitment to minority 
issues, saying, "We just cannot let 
this happen." 

He urged "individual commit- 
ments to broaden the effort to 
employ black coaches and ... a con- 
centrated commitment tcj employ 
and retain minorities in athletics 
administration at our institutions." 

Reaching those goals will pay 
off by providing "minority athletes 
with positive rcjle models in our 



certification. 

Hesburgh and Friday said 
many of the reforms adopted at 
the 1991 and 1992 Conventions 
including initial-eligibility and sat- 
isfactory-prcjgress standards and 
cost containment measures — do 
not become effective until the 
1993, 1994 or 1995 academic year, 
and therefore the results of thcjse 



ac tions are not yet visible. 

The Association's recent actions 
also won praise from Creed C. 
Black, Knight Foundation presi- 
dent. 

"Reform movements come and 
go, but this one is leaving liehind it 
a solid structure for inanaging 
athletics with integrity," Black said.

Alexander, whose term as edu 
cation secretary ended with this 
month's transition from the Bush 
presidency to the ("linlon adininis 
I rat ion, also took some comfort 



from his dinner companions. 

"Where else could a person 
about to lose his job feel more at 
home than in a room with 1,800 
university presidents, athletics di- 
rectors and coaches," he said. 

Tribute to coach 

Alexander, however, devoted 
most his remarks to a tribute to 
former Vanderbilt coach E. H. 
"Here" Alley and a recollection of 
how participation in track at Van- 
derbilt — which he said seemed in- 
conseciuential at the time — has 
grown in importance through the 
years. 

"1 though about 'Here' Alley 
and those years — 30 years ago — 
during the last 18 months, when I 
visited schools in more than a 
hundred places in this big country 
ol ours," he said. 

"Walking into schools, you get a 



very accurate thermometer of what 
the country is like, and exactly of 
what it will be like. Whether it was 
in Fast I.os Angeles or Miaini or 
the Bronx, or in my old hometown 
of Maryville in Tennessee, I saw 
the same thing — Ameticans anx- 
ious; Americans feeling that it was 
harder to be a teacher, harder to 
be a parent harder to be a student; 
Americans looking for leadership 
to help them understand more 
about what's going on, and what 
we need to do about it Americans 
really wanting very simple 
things — to find ways to get their 
moorings, get their principles, to 
understand and to remind our 
selves of our values — to get our 
feet on the ground. 

"And I thought about how I 
learned to get my feet on the 
ground all those years. My parents, 
my faith, academic inquiry, and 
then the hard work, the sweat of 
competition, that came because 
one toach who had no scholar 
ships, a lousy cinder track, not 
many wins and three members of 
a relay team just happened to see 
me one day, and got out that big ol' 
stopwatch . . . and said, 'Hey, Lamar, 
why don't you go down to the end 
of the track and run back, and let 
me see how fast you can run.' " 

The dinner also provided the 
Association with an opportunity to 
honor former or current NCAA 
student-athletes who claimed 31 
gold, 23 silver and 27 bronze me 
dais at the 1992 Olympics. Those 
winners were represented at the 
dinner by former University of 
California, Los Angeles, track 
champion Gail Devcrs and former 
University of Tennessee, Knoxville, 
swimming champ Melvin Stewart, 
who both won gold medals in 
Barcelona. 

Devers thanked her alma mater 
and the NCAA for providing her 
with an opportunity to achieve 
"my goals and my dreams."

The text oj the State of the Association address presented at the 
opening business session of the 1993 NCAA Convention by 
NCAA Executive Director Richard D. Schultz: 

Madam President and delegates to the 1993 NC^AA 
Convention, let me also add my welcome to those already 
extended as we prepare for the 87th annual Convention of 
the National Collegiate Athletic Association. 

When we sat down here, Alan Cjhapman gave me a bit of 
trivia. I'm not dating Alan back to 1906, but he noted 
that this is certainly a difference from that first NCAA 
(Convention, at which 18 people were in attendance. 

I'd also like to take this opportunity, becau.se it may be 
my only opportunity to do .so publicly, to just offer to Judy 
Sweet my thanks and that of the staff. Judy, you've been 
fantastic, and I just can't thank you enough for the 
leadership you've provided these past two years. 

Today, I would like to reflect on the recent accomplish- 
ments of the Association, review .some particular pieces C)f 
legislation that you will be consideiing this week, and 
outline what I believe to be the major challenges we face. 

It was m this ballroom in 199(J that I challenged our 
Association to create a new model for intercollegiate 
athletics. I said then that it is time for us to take stock of 
what wc had created — save the positives, lid ourselves of 
the negatives and develop a new approach for athletics — 
one that places athletics in perspective and allows it to be 
a vital, honorable part of higher education. 

The reasons for that challenge were numerous. But the 
most compelling reason was the public perception of 
intercollegiate athletics in 1990. In 1989, a Harris poll 
indicated that 78 percent of the general public as well as 
our institutions and faculties perceived athletics to he out 
of control. I am pleased to note that in January 1993, three 
years later, through the efforts of the Presidents Commis 
sion, NCAA Council, the Knight Cjommission and many in 
this room, we are well on our way in building this new 
model. 

Your efforts have not gone unnoticed. A follow-up 
Harris poll to the 1989 poll, which was concluded in early 
1992, indicates tliat the percentage of the general public 
and faculties that feel athletics is out of control has been 
reduced from 78 percent to 47 percent The remarkable 31 
point decline is a tribute to your work. The 47 percent 
figure is an indication of the work to be done. 

In my opinion, this (Convention is poised to make 
another enormous, positive stride by the passage of the 
athletics certification plan. Without a doubt, some time 
ago, there was some concerti about athletics certification. 
About the size, enormity and amount of time taken by the 
study, the potential cost of certification to this Association 
and to you as individual members, and the potential 
redundancy with certification that was going on with some 
of the accrediting associations. I'm pleased to report to you 
that, through a terrific effort by a committee headed byjoe 
Crowley, that those com erns have been dealt with. They 
have done a great job of simplifying and reduc ing the size 
of that self study. They've simplified it to the point where 
I think it can be safely said that the certification self-study 
will take absolutely no more time than the institutional 
self-siudy now mandated oik e every five years, if you do 
that five-year self-study in a con.scieiitious way. And the 
redundancy issue, especially with the Southern Ai crediting 
Association, has been worked out to where thai has been 
minimized and really isn't a factor when you're considering 
certification. 

I urge your strong support in passing this legislation so 
that it can go into effect in the very near future. Wliile 
there are other improvements to be made, including an 
ongoing attempt to ensure quality and integrity in intercol- 
legiate athletics, I believe that with the passing of certifica- 
tion, we will have unequivocally demonstrated that the 
reform movement is firmly entrenched. 

Having demoristrated our resolve, we should not shy 
away from changing or modifying reform legislation if it is 
not doing what it was intended to do. If adjustments are 
made to previous lefonn legislation, let's not take the 
position that we're sliding backward or falling off the sled, 
but only refining and improving legislation that has gone 
before. 

Wliile certification is clearly the most important agenda 
item at this Convention, there are several others that I 
would like to discuss with you. Proposal No. 17 deals with 
an initial eligibility clearinghouse, and I would like to take 
this time to clarify for you some misconceptions about that 
proposal. This legislation is coming forward because of a 
resolution that t ame from the membership in 1992 asking 
the Council to come back at this Convention with legislation 
creating a national clearinghouse. There has been some 
misunderstanding as to what the cost of this will be to the 
Association. If this legislatifjti passes, we will complete our 
negotiations with ACT to handle the clearinghouse 
operations. I have conficlence that the cost to the Associa

tifjn will not exceed $500,000 a year, and when you 
consider that will provide service to approximately .500 of 
our institutions, the cost is relatively small. We are looking 
at a cost in the range of $20 to $23 per certification. It is the 
intent of the Council that a student-athlete would pay $15 
to $18 of this and the balance ($5) wrjuld be paid by the 
Association. 

The same fee exemption would be iri place for the 
needy student-athlete as is nc)w applied to either the SAT 
or ACT; in other words, if a needy athlete qualifies for a 
fee exemption in either of the standardized test.s, the 
athlete will also qualify for an exemption regarding 
certification. It is the feeling by tho.se that support this 
legislation that it will add a new element of credibility and 
consistency to the initial-eligibility process and, in the long 
run, will speed up rather than slow down the process once 
the database is put together. 

This legislation is not a request coming from the NCAA 
staff. The pa.ssing of this legislation will neith er help nor 
hinder the staff. The workload on determining initial 
eligibility will remain the same for us — that of dealing 
with any disputes regarding core curriculurn. 

Proposal No. 50 deals with a joint policy board. This 
board would be made up of the Administrative Committee, 
which consists of the five officers of the Association and 
the executive director, and the four members of the 
executive committee of the Presidents (Commission. This 
group would have the ability to review and concur on the 
Association's budget, legislative process and agenda, and 
the evaluation and supervision of the executive director. 
In addition to assuring that the Presidents Commission is 
included in all of the major activities of the Association, 
this legislation responds directly to those who have said 
that the presidents cannot control intercollegiate athletics 
if they do not control the Association's budget Passing this 
legislation will ensure that takes place. 

Proposal No. 53 calls for the establishment of an adminis- 
trative review panel and is in direct response to my call to this 
Convention last year to provide more flexibility in dealing 
with special cases regarding student athletes. The passage of 
this proposal would establish a panel tliat could review apjjeiUs 
by member institutions of decisions made by an N(;AA 
committee, with the exceptions of the Eligibility Committee 
and the Committee on Infractions. In addition, it could 
provide relief when legislation prevents the Cc)uncil from 
taking an appropriate action in individual cases. This 
legislation is very important because it does guarantee 
more flexibility aiul provides the opportunity to make 
common sense decisions in particular cases. 

Proposal Nos. .54 and 55 are also very important No. .54 
would provide two additional members to the Committee 
on Infractions, and it would specify that these two addi- 
tional slots should be filled by members of the general 
public. As you may recall, one of the recommendat ions of 
the .Special Committee to Review the Enforcement and 
Infractions Process was the introduction of independent 
fact-finders. The makeup of members on this committee 
would have that type of backgrouncl and would add 
diversity to the (Committee on Infractions. 

Proposal No. 55, recommended by the Committee on 
Infractions, responds to an issue that was also reviewed by 
the aforementioned special committee — that is, the estab- 
lishment of an infractions appeals committee. As you are 
well aware, at the present time, all appeals are handled by 
the appropriate steering committee of the NCAA Council. 
This proposal establishes a separate infractions appeals 
committee, replacing the steering committees, further 
strengthening the due process elements of our procedures. 

There are also a number of proposals that deal with the 
welfare of the student-athlete, and I am hopeful that these 
will get strong support We need to be alert to the changing 



needs and activities of our student-athletes and provide a 
means for their views to be heard. Our Student-Athlete 
Advisory (Committee, which is in attendance at this (Con- 
vention, is in the process of sponsoring a survey to be sent 
to all campuses immediately after the Convention, to 
determine the type of student advisory committees you 
may have at your institution. 

The committee believes, and I strongly support its 
belief, that our student-athletes need a clear and more 
significant voice at the institutional level. A committee of 
this type on each campus would aid in this effort- During 
my travels to various campuses, I have met with several of 
these committees that are already in place and I have 
found them to be very efficient and a very important part 
of the inten ollegiate program at that institution. We all 
need to make a concerted effort to obtain input and ideas 
from student-athletes tfj> assure that we are responding to 
their needs. The importance of this issue has been 
recognized by the Presidents (Commission, which has 
made the welfare of student-athletes a central part of its 
strategic plan. 

Last year, I introduced to this Convention the concept of 
federating our rules on a sport by sport basis. This has 
received a lot of positive response. Because of this, the 
Recruiting Committee will be seeking input from coaches 
with an eye to developing recruiting rules on a sport by- 
sport basis. In addition, the Legislative Review Committee 
will be focusing this year on ways to deregulate Bylaw 13, 
which is the recruiting bylaw, and hopes to present a 
package of proposals to the Council for possible sponsor 
ship at the 1994 Convention. The committee will be 
seeking input from various constituencies within the 
Association. These efforts are important and need your 
support if we hope to simplify and make our regulations 
more user-friendly. 

One final comment regarding legislatioti: The NCAA 
legislative seivices and data-processing staffs have been 
working to develop an enhanced legislative services 
database, which the membership can subscribe to. The 
new database currently is being used in the interjjretations 
booth at this (Convention. It is being tested by the Legislative 
Review Committee and selected individuals in conference 
offices and on campuses. It will be available early this year. 
The database is a resource tool for member institutions so 
they can access by computer the NCAA Manual, as well as 
staff ancl official inteipretations and Legislative Assistance 
columns. 

A year ago at this time we were facing numerous 
political challenges at both the state and national level. In 
fact, a year ago, 1 1 states had on the docket some type of 
due process legislation aimed at restricting or eliminating 
the N(CAA's ability to process infractions cases in those 
states. 

I am pleased to report that through the efforts of many, 
including many of you in the membership, we have been 
able to stop or eliminate legislation in all of those states. 
Wc also were faced with some far-reaching national 
legislation that would have greatly affected your ability to 
govern your individual athletics programs. I also am 
pleased to say that legislation did not go forward, and I do 
not anticipate it being reintroduced in the next Congress. 

That does not mean that we have eliminated all of our 
political challenges. There still will be the interest on the 
part of several congressmen and women to continue to 
observe the activities of the NCCAA and perhaps introduce 
legislation sometime (luting this session. At the same time, 
we are i losely monitoring what is going on in the states 
and hope to be able to continue our proactive policies in 
dealing with state legislation. 

In my address last year, I focused on four pressures, one 
of which was the financial pressures facing higher educa 
tion and intercollegiate athletics today. That pressure is 
still with us and will be for some time to come. As you are 
aware, the Presidents Commission has appointed a com- 
mittee to review the financial conditions in intercollegiate 
athletics today and report back to it early this year. From 
that the Commission will detemiine whether any new 
legislation should ccjme forward in 1994 to help reduce 
costs on the national level. Personally, I hope we can deal 
with these concerns locally and at the conference level 
and propose national legislation only as a last recourse. 

On a more positive note, I hope that you were pleasantly 
surprised with the bonus distribution that was declared by 
the Executive (Committee in December. Three million new 
dollars have been distributed to our Division I members 
because of excess revenue. I think it is important that you 
understancl where that money came from. Our income 
was right on target as budgeted, but $3.6 million was saved 
out of this year's budget through the efforts of a number of 
people. More than $1 million came by reducing the 
national office expenditures. This was a concentrated 
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effort niadf by all of our staff members to reduce office 
expenses so that we could return more dollars to the 
membership. The balance of that million was saved 
through cost containment effons in the managemenl of 
other membership programs and services. 

This might also be an appropriate time to try to separate 
some fact from fiction regarding the national office staff 
and how the business of the Association is conducted. I 
.still oci asionally hear concerns raised by people who have 
the peneplioii that the national staff is constantly expand 
ing and spending freely while member institutions are 
hutting i inancially. 1 hope thai I can put that rumor to rest 
quite quickly. For more than two years, we have had a staff 
hiring freeze and have not added staff memfjers. 

You may see occasional advertisements in The NCAA 
News for staff positions when someone leaves the Associ 
ation. Even tfien, that position is not automatically filled. 
We analyze that position to see if it is necessary to replace 
or to see if it is more important to replace il in another 
area. Only after lhal exercise is ifie staff position filled. In 
fact, for the last year and a half, we've been operating be 
low our approved staff level. I want to assure you that we are 
well aware of your needs and thai the national office is 
being operated in a very professional manner with good 
cost control measures in place. 

As you are aware, the Executive Committee has commit 
ted two percent of annual television revenue to a member- 
ship irii.sl. If we continue that throughout llie duration of 
ihis ( oniraci, there will he approximaicly $18 million in a 
membership trust lo serve as a rainy-day fimd pending 
futther television negotiations. My personal feeling is that 
this is not satisiaclory, and the Executive (Committee has 
approved my recommendalion thai when our e.scalaling 
lelevision revenue readies the annual average of our 
seven-year contract, we inmiedialely cap all expenditures, 
new programs and disbursements tlirougliout ttie rest of 
that contract and place those excess dollars into the 
membership trust 1 his would provide, including interest, 
approximately $6S million at the end of the contract in 
1997 and would provide us a good cushion should we not 
be af)le to renegotiate a contract as favorable as the current 
one. 

If television receipts go clown, the $68 million could be 
used lo guarantee those important programs that are 
presently in place tfiat provide direct dollars to our 
membership, such as catastrophic medical insurance and 
transportation and per diem expenses to our champion 
ships. If we would be successful in renegotiating our 
contiac I at the same or higlier level, then ilie $68 million 
woulil be distributed back to the membership. I tliink il 
needs to be clearly understood that this is not a $68 million 
trust fortlie national office, but a $68 million trust for tfie 
membership to be used if necessary, and if nol, to be 
redistributed at the conclusion of the contract negotiations. 
We liope you will recognize this as a sound business 
practice and strongly support this decision. 

As we continue to Struggle witli tlie financial crisis that 
we are faced with, we all recogtiize that cost c:onirol is the 
mosi effective means. But at the same time, we fiave to be 
creative in looking at new sources of revenue. We are well 
aware that one of our primary sources — television reve- 
nue — is going down rather than up. We also know that 
most of you are involved in many efforts to raise dollars 
from private sources. We also recognize that there is a limit 
as to how much you i an increase ticket prit es for athletic s 
events. 

Sci as we look down the road the next few years to these 
challenging fiscal times, I want to point out to you that 
there arc two areas that we have looked at that seem to be 
the fjest pcjtential rcscjurccs for new income. The first is 
licensing revenue. During the past year, there was about 
$60 millicjn in licensing revenue from collegiate products. 
Unfortunately, only $10 millicjn went back tcj ccjlleges and 
universities. About $2 million went to companies that 
handle your domestic licensing. The rest of that difference 
between $12 million and $60 million represents pirate and 
ccjunterfeit licensing. Wfiile it may be impossible lo 
capture all of ifial $60 million, a strong lie ensing program 
with gooci enforcement represents an excellent way to 
immediately increase revenue for many of our member 
institutions. 

We propose that you consider an NCAA Properties 
concept that would have the potential of generating a 
higher percentage back to the individual institutions, but 
also a program tfiat ccjuld vigcjrcjusly enforce a licensing 
prcjgiam and reduce dramatically the amcjunt of dcjllars 
going lo counterfeit liceirsing. We'll be providing you with 
more informaticjn on this in the very near future. 

Now I'm going to offer you a seccjnd scjurce, and this is 
the point at which, if you believe the rumors in the hall, 
I'm supposed to drop a bombshell. Well, I'm sorry to 
disappoint you; we don't have any bombshells to drop. But 



there is another source that is very obvious to this 
membership and has been discussed a number of times. 
That would be a Divisicjn I-A fc3C3tball championship game. 
While I realize that many are opposed to a full-blown 
playoff system, it would be possible to develop a single 
championship game after the New Year's bowls which 
could provide substantial new revenue for our meinber 
institutions. If the membership decided to do this, my 
recommendation would be that these dollars be distributed 
in the same manner as with any other NCAA champion 
sliip. 

I want to make very clear that I am not pushing or 
advocating a cfiampionsfiip playoff cjr game. But I think, 
as we \ook ahead at scjme challenging times, that we need 
tcj put tfiis cjn our agenda. We need to he thinking about it 
and talking about it and planning for it, so if in the future 
we need to move in this direction, we're going to be 
prepared to do it. This isn't something that's going to 
happen overnight; we're not just going to snap our fingers 
and do this. 

And I'm not advocating the demolition of the bowl 
system or anything else. For this to work, it lias to come 
from you, the membership. It has to come from Division I 
A. It has to be something you feel comfortable with and 
that you can embrace. 

In addition to tfie financial conditicjn cjf intercollegiate 
atliletic :s and liigher educ ation, two of tlie most impcjrtant 
c hallenges facing us today and in the future are gender 
ec]uity and minority issues. 

As you are well aware, we fiave appointed a task force \o 
study the issue of gender equity. I have asked this task 
force to do three things. First cjf all is to define gender 
equity. We all have a good understanding cjf what Title IX 
is; that's the lawcjf the land. But getider equity is interpreted 
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NCAA Executive Director Richard D. Schultz said he 
believes the recent passage of the athletics certification 
program is an enormous, positive step for the member- 
ship. 

many different ways by different individuals and groups. 
So I think a clear cut definition for our membership of 
gender equity is very important Secondly, I have asked 
them to review our legislation, what we're doing with our 
championships tcj be sure that we don't have anything in 
place that would impede gender equity in all of the 
Association's affairs. And finally, I have asked them to 
establish a set of guiding principles that c an f>e fcjllowed by 
cjur member institutions, and if they follow those principles, 
tfiey can feel comfortable that their programs are providing 
gender equity. 

I per.sonally do ncjt think Asscjciation legislation is the 
way to deal with tliis issue. We have not tried to legislate 
l itle IX or our hiring practices and because of the 
diversity of our in.stitutions, I think it is virtually impossible 
to try to put legislation in plac e lo deal witli gender equity. 
But that doesn't mean that we don't have a mcjral respon 
sibility to do everything that we can within our means to 
guarantee that we have ecjuity on our campiises. 

I think we are aware that gender equity can be very 
divisive and polarizing, and it is important that we as a 
membership guard against this. We can talk about gender 
ecjuity ancl all of tfie things it involves, but until we resolve 
how football fits itito the equation because of its size, and 
how equitable participaticjn is determined, we will become 



deadlocked. I wcjuld personally be opposed to any plan 
that grcady reduces opportunities for one gender to 
enhance opportunities for another. I am pleased that the 
task force agrees with me. In one of its initial statements, 
it has been made clear that the task force's putpose is not 
to eliminate opportunities for men, but to enhance and 
increase opportunities for wcjmen. 

1 ain concerned that fcjcjttjall has become a target for 
some regarding gender equity. Football is important to 
intercollegiate athletics ancl the NCAA. Certainly we are 
smait enough, and committed enough, to achieve the goal 
of gender equity without damaging the quality of football 
and other programs. The important thing is that we do 
what is right We must clevelop gocjd principles for deter- 
mining the interest and abilities of women in intercollegiate 
athletics, and then we should prcjactively satisfy those 
interests, guaranteeing tllal thcjse programs enjoy every 
accommodation provided to men. If we can do this 
conscientiously, we may find that this will solve llie 
potentially pcjlarizing problems. But we will be successful 
only if we arc willing to work togetlier in a congenial and 
professional way. 

I know (here is scjme ccjncern that our efforts on gender 
ecjuity miglit diminish our commitment to minority issues. 
We just cannot let this happen. The minority opportunities 
c ommittee has developed a good strategic plan which I 
fiave strongly supported. But in addition tcj this, we need to 
make individual c:omniitmeiUs to brcjadcn the efforts to 
employ lilac k c ciac lies and make a concentrated commit 
mentto employ and retain mincjrities in athletics admini.s- 
tration throughout our membership. There is quite simply 
no justif iable defense for llie limited numfjer of minority 
coaches, athletics directors ancf administrators at our 
institutions. The Association has an important role to play 
in this regard, but there is no substitute for tlie aggressive 
recruitment of minority candidates at eacli and every 
institution for each and every position being filled. 

Wliilc the graduation rate of our minority athletes is 
substantially higher tfian minority students in general, it is 
still below the rate of oilier athletes and is totally unaccep 
table. It is import ant that iiidiviclually we liave a gcjocl plan 
in place to improve our minority hiiing so tlial we can 
provide our minority athletes witli positive rcjle models in 
our ccjacfiing and administrative ranks. Tfiis will be a 
major step in promoting the educational welfare of oui 
student athletes and the institutions they represent In 
additicjn, it is simply the right thing to do. 

While we have mentioned tfie importance of positive 
role inodels for minoiity students, it is equally important 
that our intercollegiate programs provide positive role 
models, not only lor the young people of cjur naticjn, fjut 
fcjr adults as well. This not only includes our players ancl 
coaches, but directors of athletics and other administrators, 
including our cfiicf executive officers. 

It is interesting to ncjle that the issues facing intercolle 
giate athletics today closely parallel those issues facing our 
nation. Our nation is concerned with ethics, integrity, 
tremendous financial pressures, Icjw productivity, poor 
morale, and the cliallenge of prcjviding equal opportunities. 
We are dealing witli many of those same issues in our 
athletics programs and liigher education in general. 
Because of that, we have a unirjue opportunity tcj provide 
national leadership through our intercollegiate programs. 

The visibility of intercollegiate athletics today can 
sometimes be a great liurdeii. It is also a great opportunity. 
Often, the degree of pufilic concern about our programs is 
a direct result of our enormous visiljility. We should be 
proud of the manner in wliic :li we fiave responded to these 
ccjnccrns. We have made major changes in tfie last three 
years to coixect deficiencies and to put our best foot 
forward. We will continue tcj improve our product and, by 
example, become a positive role model and provide strong 
leadership to our nation as a whcjie. 

Let's not lose our vigor in developing pcjsitive change, 
and let's accept the challenge of providing strong naticjnal 
leadersliip in all tliat we do. If we accept that challenge, I 
can guarantee you that the impact will be felt in more than 
just intercollegiate athletics. 

If I may, I'd like to just close with a personal comment 
Ttiese last two years have been very demanding and 
cliallenging for me, both personally and professionally. 
I've been able lo deal witfi those demands in a professional 
and, I think, a very productive way. And I've been able to 
deal witfi tfiose challenges, I think, for three reasons: first 
of all, my veiy strong trust and faith in God. Without that, 
I guarantee you that I would Ije totally helpless. Two, the 
love, support and patience cjf my wife, Jackie. And three, 
you people, this memljership. I've received hundreds of 
letters, personal ccjmments of positive reinforcement and 
support, and that's been so important 

My only wish, when my duty is over, is that you'll be able 
to say, he made a difference. Thank you so much, and may 
God bless you all.

Rashford

Myers, Denison's 18th president, was 
born in Morocco, raised in Paris and re- 
ceived her bachelor's degree in political 
science and economics from the Institute 
of Political Studies at the University of I^ris.

Myers came to Denison from Bryn Mawr 
College in Pennsylvania, where she was 
dean of the undergraduate college and 
associate professor of sociology.

Perlman 

Perlman became pre.siclent of Webster in 
1990 after spending nine years as president 
of Suffolk University.

Perlman was a visiting scholar at the 
Harvard University Graduate School of 
Education and a visiting fellow at the New 
England Resource Center for Higher Edu- 
cation in 1989-90.

For eight years, Perlman was dean and 
vice president for administration at Roose- 
velt University in Chicago, where he also 
held positions as director of government 
relations and planning and was assistant to 
the president and secretary of t he board of 
trustees. 

Perlman currendy is on the board of 
directors of several organizations: the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and Jews, 
KETC (Public Television), Dance Sl Louis, 
Arts and Education Council of Greater Sl 
Louis, the United Way of Greater Sl Louis, 
the Repertory Theatre of Sl Louis, the 
Opera Theatre of Sl Louis, the Sl lx)uis 
Center for International Relations, and the 
Harvard University Institute for Educational

Perlman has been honored as an Amer- 
ican (Council on Education Fellow and 
chair of the Council of Fellows, as a Ful- 
bright-Hayes Lecturer in the Philippines, 
and as a Presidential Exchange Executive 
assigned as special assistant to the deputy 
commissioner for higher and continuing 
education with the U.S. Office of Education.

Case summary 



The NCAA Division I Steering Committee has sustained the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions findings and show-cause action 
involving Kevin Wall, former head men's basketball coach at the 
University of Texas, Pan American. 

Wall had appealed the committee's findings of violations and a 
requirement by the Committee on Infractions that any member 
institution that desires to employ him before August 4, 1995, be 
required to appear before the committee tC) cotisidcr whether 
Wall's athletics-related duties should be restricted for a designated 
pctiod. 

The Committee on Infractions found that Wall was involved in 
six violations, and a show-cause requirement was iiiiposed after a 
hearing that included Wall, his legal counsel and representatives 
of Texas-ftin American. The university accepted the committee's 
findings and penalties, and the institution was placed on probation 
in August 1992 for a three-year period. The men's basketball team 
also is ineligible for postseason play and television appearances 
during the 1 992-93 academic year. 



I. Origin of ths com. 

On September l.S, 1990. ihe University of 
Texas, ftin American, rercivcd penalties for 
major violations in its women's basketball 
program At that time, the institution did 
not appear before the NCAA Committee on 
Infractions, but the case was processed 
under NCAA Bylaws 3'2.4.2.1 and .S2.6.2.1. 
with the committee accepting tlie institu 
tion's actions. These actions included: a 
one-year probationary period beginning 
with ihe 199(f-91 women's basketball season; 
eliminaliot) of eight expense-paid visits to 
the inslillltion's campus; the prohibition ot 
all women's basketball coaches from any 
off campus recruiting and evaluation activ 
ilies for one year; no postseason ronipeti- 
lion (including the American South Athletic 
(Conference postseason tournament) for 
the 19fK)-91 academic year; no television 
appearances for the 1991-92 season; insti- 
tutional recertification; removal of the 
head coaclt's complimentary car for one 
year, and prohibitmg the head coach from 
participation in any liasketball camp for 
one year. In addition, the committee re- 
quired the institution to develop and imple- 
ment a rules-education and comphance 
program. 

Subsequently, the NCAA enfoicenlent 
staff l eceived several anonymous telephone 
calls reporting potential violations involving 
the institution's men's basketball program 
nunng early May 1991, an athletics depart 
ment staff member expressed his concerns 
to a member of the NCIAA enforcement 
staff about violations mvolving the men's 
basketball program that had been reported 
to the institution's director of athletics. 
During this conversation, Ihe enforcement 
staff member learned that the athletics 
department staff member was conreriied 
that the violations, wfiicfi were reported in 
November 1990, had been ignored by the 
institution. The enforcement staff began its 
review of the institution's men's basketball 
pi ogi am May fj, 1991, and issued a letter of 
official inquiry January l.S, 1992. A prehear 
ing conference was held May 7, 1992, with 
Kevin Wall, the involved head men's basket- 
ball coach, and on May 29, 1992, with the 
institution. On June 19, UI92, the Committee 
on frifractions conducted a hearing in this 
case, which was attended by institutional 
represenlalrve s. Wall and his personal at 
lorney, and members ol the NtiAA enforce- 
ment staff. 

II. Statement of the cate. 

On August 4, 1992, the Commitlcc on 
Infractions informed the University of 
Texas, Pan American, that, alter the heariitg 
held with the university June 19, 1992, 
cfmcernittg violations alleged in the men's 
ba.skelball program, the committee had 
found that the universily had committed 
major violations in that spoil. Moreover, 
because those violations occuned wittiin 
five years of the committee having found 
major violations in the women's intercolle- 
giate basketball program, the university was 
subject to the repeat violator provisions of 
NCAA Bylaw 19.4.2.3. As a result, the com- 
mittee imposed a series of penalties on the 
university's athletics program in the most 
recent case that were consistent with the 
requirements of Bylaw 19.4.2 — I^nalties 
for Major Violations Among those penalties 
was a sliow-cause order that would require 
Kevin Wall, the fonner liead coach involved 
in the violations, lo appear before the 
committee with any NCIAA member institu- 
tion that employed him during a three-year 
period. This appearance would be for the 
purpose of consideiing wlietlier Wall's ath 
letically related duties at the new institution 
should be limited for a designated period. 
This show-cause order was consistent with 
the provisions of Bylaw 19.-1.2.1 (m). 

The University of Texas, Pan American, 
accepted the decisions of the committee, 
and the institutional penalties are now in 
eftecL Wall, former head men's basketball 
coach at the miiversity, chose to appeal the 
flndings and action ol the committee insofar 
as they applied to him. His appeal is set 
forth in his stalcmenl of August 29, 1992, to 
NCAA Executive Director Richard D. 
Schult/. 

Wall is contesting that the committee 
incorrectly found him guilty of violating the 
principles of ethical conduct after the en- 
forcement staff removed his name from an 
allegation concerning oui-of-season bas- 
ketball activities and that the committee 
assessed an overly severe show-cause period 
of three years upon him. It is Wall's conten 
tion that: he did not knowingly violate 
NCAA regulations; the specific violations 
with which he is charged, with the exception 
of one, he did not commit, and the Commit 
tec on Infractions improperly found him 
guilty o( knowingly providing false and 
misleading information before the commit- 
tee during the hearing June 19, 1992. In 



addition. Wall contends that many of those 
who gave information against him were 
attempting to discredit him, were biased, 
were disgruntled student-athletes or 
members of the athletics department staff, 
or were disgruntled at not liaving received 
desired university appointments and, thus, 
took it out on him. Mrjteover, he is contend 
ing that the univeisity "conceded virtually 
all of the allegations against it on the belief 
that this action and its dismissal of me 
would result in a lesser penalty. The com 
tnittee report demonstrates that this belief 
was CfjiTecL" It is Wall's contention that 
"unwarranted concessions by the institution 
regarding the incident-s with which I have 
been cliarged should not prejudice me." 

Under the provisions of Bylaw .'52 S 2 — 
Bases for Granting an Appeal, determina 
tions of fact and violations arrived at by the 
Committee on Infractions shall not be set 
aside on appeal, except upon a showing 
that: 

(a) The committee's finding clearly is 
contrary to the evidence presented to tfie 
committee; 

(b) The facts found by the committee do 
not constitute a violation of the Asscxriation's 
rules, or 

(c) A piTjcedural error affected the relia- 
bility of the information that was used to 
support tile committee's finding. 

Wall's appeal is directed at subparagraphs 
(a) and (b) set forth above. Basically, what 
Wall is requesting in his appeal is that the 
NCAA Division I Steering CJommittee retry 
the case in its entirety insofar as the findings 
apply to him. 

It is the Committee on Infractions' posi- 
tion tfiat: the findings were based on relia- 
ble information submitted by the university 
and the enforcement staff and on responses 
to questions during the hearing; Wall's 
representation to the committee during the 
hearing was not credible; the violations 
found were, in fact, violations of NCCAA 
rules and regulations; under his supervision 
and operation, the men's intercollegiate 
basketball program failed lo act with due 
diligence in seeking interpretations of 
NCAA rules lor situations tfiat should have 
been recognized as possible violations, 
and, as a result of these findings, the 
committee rightly found that any member 
institution that might wish to employ Wall 
in an athletically related position for a 
period of three years should appear before 
the committee with Wall to determine 
whether his athletically related activities 
should be limited for a designated period. 

Four procedural points should be noted. 
First, the express language of NCAA Bylaws 
19.3.3 and 32.6.5.6 allows the Committee 
on Infractions lo find a violation of rules 
and regulations, including the principles of 
ethical conduct, on the basis of information 
developed or discussed during Ihe commit 
tee hearing, even though the violation 
might not have been alleged in the letter of 
official inquiry. Wall received notice of 
these provisions in ajune 2, 1992, letter (in 
advance of his appearance before the com 
mittec). The chair specifically alerted all 
parties to these provisions during his open- 
ing remarks. Secondly, the 1985 special 
Convention overwhelmingly adopted a re 
quirement that a member of the athletics 
department staff found to have been in- 
volved in major violations should have his 
athletically related duties at his institution 
limited, and that if he were employed by 
another member institution, then that insti- 
tution should be subject to the show-cause 
provisions of Bylaw 19.4.2.1 (m). 

Thirdly, although the steering committee 



may modify any C'ommittee on tnfractions 
aclic)n, the committee believes ifiat, under 
NCIAA legislation, such action in litis case is 
appropriate only upon a showing that the 
penalty was grossly disproportionate to the 
offenses found. |Note: The standards for 
appeals of penalties were discussed by the 
Committee on Infractions in I'art 111 A of 
Expanded Infractions Repoil Nr».

Fourthly, in arriving at a decision lo set 
aside the findings m.Klc by the committee 
against Wall, the steering committee also 
would have to determine that the findings 
of violatlOils to which the university readily 
admits took place either were not violations 
ol NCAA legislation or, in fact, did not take 
place. 

III. Finding! of violations. 

The full statement of the committee's 
findings is set fonh in Infractions Report 
No. 73, dated August 4, 1992 (t:ase No. M55 
- University of Icxas, Pan American), which 
accompanies this report. In summary, the 
committee found lh.it because the univct^ily 
did not successfully institute its education 
and compliance progr,am, and because 
instituuon,al control failed dunng the period 
of probation, a pattern of violations in the 
men's basketball program became estab- 
lished and nourished for several years. 
These violations were similar to those that 
had occurred in the women's basketball 
program earlier and that had been made 
public (e g . improper benefits for student 
athletes through anangements of a coach 
in the form of cash and transportation, 
problems during official visits of prospective 
student athletes, and violations of the rules 
on basketball practice activities in which 
the committee found that members of the 
institution's woinen's basketball coaching 
staff organized ancl observed out of season 
practice after the end of the 1 989-90 season). 
Thus, the men's coaching staffshould have 
been aware of these potential violations, 
should have avoided placing themselves in 
the position where violations might occur 
and should have sought rules interpreta- 
tions from appropriate institutional, con 
ference and NCAA representatives before 
involvement in such activities. In fact. Wall 
did not do this, chose to ignore the institu- 
tional compliance olllcer, made interpreta- 
tions on his own (often after the fact) and 
did not repoit violations lo appropriate 
university authorities. 

While the committee's thrust in its infrac 
tions report was toward the failure of the 
university to exercise institutional control 
in the face of warning signals tliat violations 
were taking place, those failures were oc 
curring in the men's basketball program, 
lor which Wall had responsibility, at the 
time the university was being subjected to 
heavy penalties and was liable to the sane 
tions of a repeat major violator should new 
violations take place. Wall's involvement in 
institutional control problems through liis 
management of the program, his failure lo 
seek rules interpretations when confronted 
by uncertainties about the rules and his 
knowledge of violations that he did not 
report to the university were such that those 
activities alone were serious enough to 
warrant possible future restrictions through 
the show-cause procedures [see Part II H-5, 
page 9 of InfrBctions Report 731. 
IV. Appeoled finding* (parti are at listed 
in Infractions Report No. 73 and are set in 
Mtype). 

A, Pan II-A — [NCAA Bylaws 16.02.3, 
16.12.2.1 and 16.12.3 (c)] 

On March 12, 1990, the head men's 
basketball coach (Kevin Wall) advised a 



studeni-alhlete to contact a representative 
of the institution's athletics interests lo 
ask the representative lo assist Ihe young 
man with renting an aulomobite in order 
lor the young man and three other student- 
athletes to travel between Edinburg, Texas, 
and Houston (a round-trip distance of 
approximately 700 miles), during spring- 
break vacation. The head coach knew that 
the representative intended to use his 
credit card to pay for the initial cost of the 
rental under arrangements where the 
young man would reimburse the repre- 
sentative lor the charges. The representa- 
tive obtained Ihe automobile rental lor the 
student athletes by using his spouse's 
credit card. This resulted in a charge of 
$380.39 on the representative's credit card 
account, which the student-athlete repaid 
In the representative in part at the time of 
Ihe rental and the balance at the end of Ihe 
rental period. The head coach permitted 
the.se arrangements without seeking any 
inlerprclalion from Ihe universily, conler- 
ence or NCAA as to whether NC.AA legis- 
lation would permit a well known 
representative of the university's athletics 
interests lo facilitate the availability of a 
rental car for the use of student-athletes 
who otherwise would not be able to rent 
Ihe automobile, and to provide credit 
backing for the benefit of the student 
athletes through the use of the credit card. 

This violation occurred after the 198!)- 
90 regular basketball season when the 
student-athlete contacted a rental car 
agency to inquire about the procedures lo 
rent an automobile. After being informed 
that the student-athlete was under age and 
needed a major credit card to rent an 
automobile, the young man contacted the 
head coach (Wall) to request assistance in 
obtaining a rental automobile for trans 
porlation to Houston during the institu- 
tion's spring break. The head coach told 
the student-athlete that he coutd not assist 
the young man, because other student- 
athletes with eligibility remaining would 
be accompanying Ihe young man on the 
trip, but advised the student-athlete to 
solicit the representative's a.s.sistance in 
obtaining Ihe rental automobile. Subse- 
quently, the representative was contacted 
by the coaching staff on behalf of the 
student-athlete. The representative agreed 
to rent the automobile by using his credit 
card on the young man's promise to pay 
the representative in cash to cover the cost 
of the rental. The same day, an assistant 
men's basketbatl coach transported the 
student-athlete lo the representative's place 
of business and later tran.sported the young 
man and the representative from his place 
of busines-s to McAllen Airport, where the 
representative used the credit card to obtain 
the rental automobile on behalf of the 
student-athlete. After signing the rental 
agreement, the young man paid the repre- 
sentative a sum estimated to be between 
$150 and $300 in cash. 

This is a fairly conventional violation of 
the extra benefit rule in which a represent- 
ative of the university's athletics interests 
used his wile's credit card for tfie rental of 
an automobile for a member of the basket- 
ball team who did not qualify for a credit 
card. The use of the credit card was ar- 
ranged with the representative by an assist- 
ant basketball coach at ttie direction of 
head basketball coach Kevin Wall. The 
details and the committee's rationale are 
set forth rather clearly in Pan fl A of the 
accompanying infractions report 

Extra-benefit legislation set forth in Byl 
aws 16.02.3, 16.12.2.1 and 16.12.'2.3-(c) makes 
it clear that a special arrangement for a 
student athlete is not permitted. The young 
man did have about $300 cash, but a credit 
card is required by all rental car companies. 
A rental car agency has no way of knowing 
what the full cost of the rental will be until 
the c,ar is returned, mileage computed and 
other charges, including damages, are 
added. Thus, the representative's credit 
card was essential to the rental, and an 
extra benefit was extended. In fact, the 
initial cost of the rental exceeded the 
amount of cash the young man had on 
hand. That the credit card arrangement 
was made without charge by the represent- 
ative is immaterial in this case, for the cost 
of the car rental, f380..?9, exceeded the 
$300 cash the young man had on hand at 
the time. Thus, the transaction became a 
loan until the young man could repay the 
full bill at some lime in the future 

Wall recognized that there was a potential 
violation of NCAA legislation in this matter, 
for the player had first approached him 
about borrowing Wall's credit card. Because 
three other student-athletes also were going 
to ride in the rental car to Houston, Wall 
knew that he could not assist the young 



man in the rental for he believed this would 
be in violation of NCAA legislation. Wliy he 
believed dial if he as the roach i oiild not 
offer the use of his credit card, but a 
representative of the university's athlelics 
intciesl could do so, never was made clear. 
He sought no advice or rule interpretation 
on this matter from the director of athletics, 
the compliance oflicer or the university's 
faculty athletics representative. Instead, on 
his own, he made arrangements for a stu 
dent athlete to have the representative use 
his spouse's card for the rental. Wall's 
contention that it was only later that he 
dist oveted the full cost of the trip exceeded 
the amouni of cash the young man had on 
hand does not relieve Ihe coach of the 
responsibility for having made arrange- 
ments for a representative to provide an 
improper benefit to a member of his team. 

B. Part II-B — [NCAA Bylaws 16.02.3, 
f6.12.2.1 and 16,12.2.3) 

On April 11, 1990, the head men's bas- 
ketball coach (Kevin Wall) provided $200 
cash to a young woman at the institution 
l>ecause of ber relationship to a men's 
basketball student-athlete. The coach made 
this payment as a result of the student 
athlete's interest in securing an apartment 
with the young woman. On April 10, the 
young man and the young woman met 
with the head coach in his office to request 
$200 for a security deposit for an apart- 
ment. The head coach sub.sequentfy lofd 
the young man that he would not approve 
the young man's moving out of the uni- 
versity dormitory. When the young man 
later informed Ihe coach that his friend 
was having financial difficulties because 
she had anticipated receiving help in 
paying the rent by sharing the apartment 
with him, the coach offered to lend funds 
lo the young woman to help her rent the 
apartment without the young man. On 
April 1 1 , the bead coach gave the money to 
the young woman. A few days after receiv- 
ing the money, Ihe young woman and the 
student-athlete signed a lease for the apart- 
ment. 

Again, Ibis finding involved a rather 
straight forward violation of the extra ben 
el il rule. Kevin Wall, the head men's basket- 
ball coach, lent $200 to the girlfriend of <> 
memlicr of the basketball team to make a 
security deposit payment on an apanmeni 
that the young woman and the young man 
wanted to rent together. However, because 
the coach would not permit the young man 
to move from the dormitory lo live with the 
young woman, the young woman, having 
expected financial assistance from the 
young man, was lefl wilh insufficient funds 
lot the security deposit on the apartmenl. 
Whcn inforined by the student athlete that 
his refusal lo permit the young man lo leave 
the dormitoiy had left the student athlete's 
girlfriend in financial dilficulty. Wall agreed 

10 lend money to the young woman. This he 
did in lh<- amount of $200. Subsequently, 
the young woman and the student athlete 
signed a lease for the apartmenL Although 
the student-aihlele continued to retain his 
dormitory room as his official resiclence, be 
was a cosigner on the apartment lease. 

It is Wall's contention that all of Ibis was 
done out of his interest for the young 
woman and is not a violation of the extra 
benefit rule, for no benefit accrued to the 
sludeni-athlcle. It is the committee's finding, 
concurred by the universily, that such a 
benefit is not permissible under Nt^AA 
rules for a friend of a student-athlete. While 

11 is true that had the coach permitted the 
young man to leave the drjrmilory, the 
student-athlete might have had funds to 
assist in the rent (depending on whether 
the univeisity would let the student out of 
his contract), the fact is that fie did not do 
ihal- 

Wiihoul the decision of the coach to 
require the young man lo slay in the dormi- 
tory, there would have been no unhappy 
girlfriend. Without the unhappy student 
athlete with an unhappy girlfriend, there 
would have been no need for a loan. The 
only reason for the loan was the young 
woman's relationship to the student athlete 

The committee notes that the coacfi now 
fias found records (not presented at the 
hearing) indicating that he was out of town 
April 10 and 1 1, 1990. 'The crmimitiee con- 
curs in his position. However, this in no way 
changes ihe facts of the situation to which 
the coach readily confesses. He did lend the 
money contrary to NCAA rules and regula- 
Iions- 

C;. Part II-C— [NCAA Bylaws 16,12.2.1 
and 16.12.2.3-(b)] 

On October 2, 1990, a graduate assistant 
men's basketball coach paid a $150 fine for 
a student-athlete who was arrested on 
assault charges for fighting wilh several

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Mississippi College gets four-year probation 



The NC;AA C-onimitlee on Infractions has placed the athletics 
program at Mississippi C^ollege on probation for four years as a result 
of major violations of NCAA legislation in football. The sanctions 
imposed by the committee include the following: 

■ The football team shall be ineligible to participate in the NCAA 
championship after the 1993 and 1994 seasons. 

■ The football team shall be ineligible to appear on television 
during the 1993 season. 

■ The institution shall eliminate all off campus recruiting activities 
during the 1993-94 academic year. 

■ During the 1993-94 academic year, the institution shall award 
no initial athletically related financial aid awards; inoreover, no 
more than 30 equivalency grants may be awarded for each of the 
1993-94 and 1994-95 academic years. 

■ The institution shall be prohibited from providing any expense- 
paid visits to the institution for football prospects during the 1 993-94 
academic year. 

■ The institution shall vacate team records and awards from 
Division II football championship competition during the 1989 90 
and 1990 91 academic years. 

The committee determined thai this was a major case thai 
demonstrated a significant lack of institutional control. It involved, 
the committee found, "flagi ant abuses in the awarding of equivalency 
grants in aid that resulted in a tremendous competitive advantage 
for Mississippi College." 

Among the violations found by the committee were: 

■ The provision of extra benefits to football student-athletes. 

■ Awarding a grant in aid to a student athlete in exchange for the 
provision of an automobile for athletics staff use. 

■ Permitting numerous .student athletes who were partial qualifiers 
to practice on a routine basis, to participate in the spring game and 
to receive complimentary tickets to the institution's home football 
games. 

The conimittee founcl that even after the involved head coach and 
other institutional officials were notified of the problem, the 
institution delayed taking action. The faculty athletics representative, 
the committee said, was aware that there were problems, but did not 
take action or report the violations to the institution's president. In 
fact, the committee continued, had the newly appointed director of 
financial aid not discovered the problem and reported his concerns 
to the president, it is unlikely that the violations would have been 



reported to the NCAA. 

The committee said that subsequent to the college's internal 
investigation and self-imposed restrictions on grants-in aid in 
football, the self imposed restrictions were not followed. 

"It was clear," the committee said, "that administrative procedures 
were not in place to prevent a recurrence of this problem." 

The committee also found that the involved former head football 
coach/director of athletics acted contrary to the principles of ethical 
conduct by "demonst rating a knowing effort to operate the college's 
intercollegiate athletics program contrary to the requirements and 
provisions of NCAA legislation." 

Because the committee's findings involved major violations, the 
institution was automatically subject to minimum penalties prescribed 
by the NCAA membership for major violations. These penalties 
include: a two-year probationary period; elimination of expense- 
paid recruiting visits for one year; elimination of off campus 
recruiting for one year; possible termination of the employment of 
all staff members who condoned the violations, and the loss of 
postseason competition and television opportunities for one year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given the committee the 
authority to impose lesser penalties if it determines that the case is 
unique. The committee concluded that this case was not unique. 
However, noting the institution's cooperation in the case and its 
replacement of the involved head coach/ director of athletics and the 
faculty athletics representative, the committee determined that it was 
appropriate for the college to receive penalties that differed from the 
complete set of minimum penalties specified by the NCAA member- 
ship. 

The committee also determined that if the former head coach 
seeks employment as an athletics department staff member at an 
NCAA member institution during the five-year period from January 
1993 through December 199'7, he and the involved institution will be 
asked to appear before the Committee on Infractions; the committee 
at that point will consider whether that member institution should be 
subject to the show cause procedures of NCAA legislation. Those 
procedures could limit that coach's athletically related duties at the 
new institution for a designated period. 

In imposing the sanctions in this case, the committee said it 
believes the college "is now making positive efforts to establish 
administrative procedures that will properly monitor the awarding of 
equivalency grarits-in-aid."

riie commiiiee determined that Ibis was 
a major case thai demonstrated a significant 
tack of institutional <:onlrol. It was a case in 
which the football coach also served as 
director of athletics and, in those dual roles, 
wielded unrestricted power in the conduct 
of the football ptcjgram. The committee ad- 
vised the in.slitution that the practice of 
appointing head football coaches to serve 
as directors of athletics leaves an institution 
vulnerable to these types of abuses. There 
were nagrant abuses in the awarding of 
ecjuivalency grants in-aid th.ll resulted in a 
tremendous competitive advantage for the 
institution. Indeed. Mississippi College won 
the NCAA nivisioii II championship in 
19H9-9I) and leached the semifinals in the 
N(;AA ( hampionship playofis in 1990-91. 

Kven after the coach and other in- 
stitutional officials were notilied of the 
problem, the institution delayed taking ac- 
tion.

On or about M;iy 8, the 
assistant t oach purchased a 1982 Honda 
Prelude for $1,900 (a total that included 
sales tax, licensing and title fees) at a local 
automobile auction, and the former head 
coach/ director of athletics later gave $1,900 
in cash to the assistant coach to pay for the 
automobile and explained to the assistant 
coach that a student-athlete would repay 
the former head coach/ director of athletics

During the 1990 91 acadeitiic year, 12 
football student-athletes who were pailial 
qualif iers were allowed to paiticipate on a 
routine basis in practice sessions with the 
football team, including on-the-field drills 
and review of game films. Some of the 
young men participated in the Blue-(iold 
Came in the spting of 1991 . 

K. [NCAA C'.onstitiition 2 11, 2 12 and 
6.01.1] 

The institution evidenced a significant 
lack of institutional control in that it failed 
lo monitor the number of grants-in-aid 
awarded. The f iil.uuial aid depaitmenl 
,iutc>matically awarried athletiially related 
f inancial aid to those enrolled or prospec- 
tive sludcnl-athleles wIkjsc names the 
former liead foolball coach/director of 
athletics submitted on the scjuad list form lo 
that oflice, Nc) iiislitutioiial procedures ex- 
isted to either monitor the number of grant.s- 
in-aid awarded or to detect the occurrence 
of an over award in football. Although 
members of the inslilul ion's foolball c oacli- 
ing stafTquestioned ihe former head coach/ 
director of athletics about the luimfjer of 
student-athletes on scholarship, he advised 
ihem to continue to recruit prospective 
student-allileles without legaltl \n finamiid 
Aid limitations 

F. [NCAA Bylaw U).l-(c)] 

The former head football coach/ director 
of athletics involved in this case acted 
( onti ary lo (he principles of t-lliicai coiuhu l 
inasnmch .is he did not, on all occasions, 
deport himself in accordance with the 
generally lectjgni/ed high standards of 
honesty normally asscx iated with the con- 
duit and administration of intert ollegiate 
athletics in (bat he demonsl rated a knowing 
efloti to opei'ale I be ( ollege's nitei c olle- 
giate athletics program (ontiary lo the 
Tcquiiements and provisions of N(iAA leg- 
isl.it ion, as demonsl rated l)y bis involvement 
in l^aits H-A, II-B and Il-C of this repoir 
tlt. Committee on infractions penoltiei. 

Koi the reasons set foitb in P.ut 1 c>f this 
J e|)on, the ( lommitiee on Infr.u lions founil 



that this case involved several major viola- 
tions of N("AA legislation that occurred 
after September 1, 1985. NCAA Bylaw 
19-4-2 2, as adopted by the Association's 
membership, requires prescribed minimum 
penalties, "subject to exceptions authorized 
by the C-ommittee on Infractions in unicjue 
cases on the basis of specifically stated 
reascjns," that include; (a) a two-year proba 
tionary period (including a periodic, in- 
person monitoring system and written insti- 
tutional reports); (b) the elimination of all 
expense-paid recruiting visits to the institu- 
tion in the involved sport for one recruiting 
year; (c) a requirement that all coaching 
staff members in the spcjit be prohibited 
f rom engaging in any ofT-campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting year; (d) a 
requirement that all institutional staff 
members detenilined by the Committee on 
Infractions knowingly lo have engaged in 
or condcmed a major violation be subject 
either to termination of employment, sus- 
pension without pay for at least one year or 
leassignnient of duties within the institution 
to a position that does not include conlaci 
with prcjspective cjr enirjlled student-athletes 
or representatives of the institution's athlet- 
ics interests for at least one year; (e) one 
year cjf sancticjns precluding pcjstseason 
competition in the spoil; (f) orie year of 
sanctions precluding television appearances 
in ihe sp(->it. and (g) institutional receitiflc a- 
licjii that the cuneni athletic s piilicies and 
practices conform tc» all recjuirements of 
N(]AA legulaticjns. 

The t^ommittee on Infraclicjiis deter- 
mined that this case was a major case in 
which the institution could receive the hill 
set of applicable mininuim penalties other 
wise recjuired by NCAA legislaticjii. The 
coniinitlee considered both the nature of 
ilie violations, as set forth in I^ii II of this 
repon, as well as actions taken by the 
college For reasons set fcjith in Part I of this 
repoit, the c ommittee determined that this 
was not a unique c ase but also determined 
that it, nevenheless, was appKjpriate for the 
institution to receive penalties that differed 
from the ccjinplete set of minimum penallies 
otherwise required by NCAA legislation. 
Accordingly, the penalties imposed in this 
c ase l>y the Committee on Inf ractions are as 
follows: 

A. The college shall be publicly repri

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students on the institution's campus. The 
head men*s basketball coach (Kevin Wall) 
became aware of this action by the ^aduate 
assistant coach soon after it occurred. 
Although the head coach knew that pay- 
ment of the fine in this manner was an 
NCAA violation, he did not report the 
violation to the university or the NCAA. 

This was a simple secondary violation. A 
campus fracas took place duriiij^ which a 
memher of the men's basketball team was 
arrested. A graduate assistant co.icli paid 
the $1.50 fine to get the sludcnl-athletc out 
of jail. This is not an unc ommon oci uneiuc. 
1 lowever, Wall knew about this sequence of 
events, and he admitted he knew it was a 
violation of NCAA rules and regulations. 
However, he failed to inform appropnale 
university authorities that a violation had 
taken place. The committee would have 
made litUe more of the event than it has in 
the infractions report except that the actions 
of the bead basketball coach were typical of 
what took place throughout this period — 
he did not inform those to whom he should 
have reported the violation. As the head 
c oach, be liad a responsibility for the con- 
duct of his program and to l epoit violations 
within the program, 

D. Part II-E — [NCAA Bylaws 17.3.2.1.2 
and 17..^.61 

On numerous occasions between 1989 
and 1991 , members of the men's basketball 
Coaching staff observed members of the 
men's basketball team engaged in basket- 
ball activities on the institution's campus, 
both before October 15 and after the com- 
pletion of the institution's basketball sea- 
son. On several of these occasions, portions 
of these basketball activities were video* 
taped, and members of the coaching staff 
occasionally reviewed the tapes. Members 
of the coaching staff knew of, encouraged 
and, in some instances, directed or partic- 
ipated in the practice activities. These 
violations of the restrictions on practice 
activities occurred on a regular basis over 
an extended period of time. The violations 
continued notwithstanding reports made 
to the university's athletics administration 
and the finding in the October 26, 1990, 
infractions report concerning the univer- 
sity's women's basketball program of vio- 
lations of a similar type. 

This finding concerns a number of pre- 
season and postseason activities between 
1989 and 1991 thai Wall characterizes as 
pick-up games, but which the university and 
the enforcement start agree constituted 
violations of the preseason and oul-of- 
season practice restrictions. The committee 
(after extensive questioning of university 
representatives), the enforcement staff and 
the coach determined that these aclivilies 
were violations of Bylaws 17.3.2. 1-2 and 
17.3.6. Included in these violations were: 
arranging practices, observing practices 
and conducting on-court instruction and 
on-couH palticipation by the coaching staff, 
including the bead men's basketball coach. 
In addition, these sessions were frecjuenlly 
videotaped for use by the coaching staff 
and team members_ 

It should be noted that confirmation of 
these activities came from both the univer- 
sity investigation and ihe enforcement stall, 
and included testimony from former players, 
athletics department staff persons and 
members of other university depaHmentS- 
The committee believed these accounts 
were too numerous and too consistent to be 
the lesull of a conspiracy of persons who 
were out to get the coach, as Wall suggests. 

Contrary to Wall's contention, observing 
postseason pick-up games is not permitted 
and has been so interpreted by the NCAA 
legislative seivices staff on imiiierous occa- 
sions in the past, as well as by the I egislative 
and inteipretations (lommittees as early as 
September 1987 [reference; legislative As- 
sistance Column in the October 12, 1987, 
issvie of The NCAA News], Also, refer to 
subparagraph (i) of Bylaw 17 3 212, which 
is consistent with the conclusion that obser- 
vation of basketball activities by coaching 
staff members is a form of supervision- 

Wall's appeal concentrates extensively 
upon one basketball activity that took place 
on the afternoon of Friday, April 1.3, 19^K) 
Because Wall contended that he was not in 
town that day and directed much of bis own 
defense at the hearing on this matter, the 
comiiiittce by necessity also had to turn its 
attention to thai event. However, lor the 
committee, this was only one activity among 
the many in this finding. 

The activity April 1 3 came to the attention 
of investigators because several university 
personnel reported the use of the facilities 
by the basketball team. Particularly note- 
worthy was the report of the compliance 
coordinator, who, on the Monday after, 
wrote a memorandum to the director of 



athletics re|Xiriing the events in very specific 
terms. Contrary to the coach's contention, 
this memorandum was not dictated after 
the tacL The comjiliance officer's computer 
log showed that he generated a memoran- 
dum to the director of athletics on that date. 
This log was presented to pailicipants during 
the (Committee on Infractions hearing. The 
director of athletics conceded that, although 
it was not in his office files, it probably had 
been sent to him. 

The committee examined the principals 
III this matter carefully. I bc ie was no doubt 
diat there were animosities among institu 
tional staff members_ 1 iowevei, the commit- 
tee determined that the compliance ofTn ei 's 
position was tenable and believable It 
determined that the head coach's position 
was not believable. 

Finally, on this matter, the coach con 
tended that he was out of town recruiting 
on that day and did not get back in time to 
have been there. Hie clocumeiii he submit 
ted to the commitlee at the hearing was an 
informal travel note, not the < oacb's travel 
vouchers and airline and car rental 
vouchers, which he could not find at that 
time_ In bis appeal, the coach submitted a 
more complete set of records. Wliile these 
documents confirm that the coach was out 
of town recruiting during the week cited, 
they also confirm that the coach had re- 
turned to Edinburg in time to have been 
present during the latter stages of the Friday 
practice in cjuestion Wall contends that it is 
unreasonable that he would have done so 
on a Cood Friday, but the fact remains that 
he was seen specifically by the compliance 
officer who reported the event the following 
Monday 

The central point is that the finding on 
this series of events does n()t rise or fall on 
Ibis one practice. This was the coach's 
program; be was responsible for it and for 
the actions of his assistants. It was the 
( ommittee's finding that there were numer- 
ous violations of preseason and out of 
season practice legislation overa substantial 
period of time. 

E. Part II-G — [NCAA Bylaws lO.I (c) 
and 11.1.11 

The former head men's basketball coach 
(Kevin Wall) involved in this case acted 
contrary to the principles of ethical con- 
duct inasmuch as he did not, on all occa- 
sions, deport himself in accordance with 
the generally rccogni/ed high standards of 
honesty and good sportsmanship normally 
associated with the conduct and adminis- 
tration of intercollegiate athletics. 

1 . The former head coach's involvement 
in Part II-E as set forth in this report, 
demonstrated a knowing effort on his part 
to operate the institution's intercollegiate 
basketball program contrary to NCAA 
legislation. 

2. The former head coach knowingly 
provided false and misleading information 
to the institution, the NCAA and the 
Committee on Infruelions during the 
course of the hearing in the case June 19, 
1992, in that he denied any knowledge of 
or involvement in any of the violations 
described in Part II-E when he, in fact, 
knew violations of this type had occurred 
and had been involved in them. 

The explanations that the coach offered 
duringthe hearing regarding Part 11-K were 
not credible when weighed against the 
evidence presented by the enforcement 
stall, the university and the testimony of 
other persons at the hearing Wliai makes 
ibis finding particularly serious is that 
violations m the women's basketball pro- 
gram regarding nonpermissible practices 
were of a similar nature and should have 
been fresh in everyone's minds at the 
univeisity. In this instance. Wall appeared 
to have been cogin/aiit of the rules, and in 
the committee's view was a ptUly to or aware 
of some subterfuge concerning these bas- 
ketball activities. Therefore, the committee 
determined that the coach violated the 
principles of ethical conduct in two ways: 

(1) by a knowing effort to operate his 
progiam contrary to NCAA legislation, and 

(2) by knowingly providing false and mis- 
leading information to the institution, the 
NCAA and the Cornrniitee on Infractions 
during the course of the bearing in the case 
June 19, 1992. 

V. AppeoUd Committee en Infractions 
penalty (ai litted in Infractloni Report No. 
73 and Mt in Md type). 

Part III— J 

Due to his involvement in certain viola- 
tions of NCAA legislation found in this 
case, the former head men's ba-sketbal) 
coach involved in this case (Kevin Wall) 
will be informed in writing by the NCAA 
that in the event he seeks employment or 
affiliation in an athletically related posi 
tion at an NCAA member institution 
during a three-year period (August 4, 
1992, to August 4, 1995), he and the in- 



volved institution shall be requested to 
appear before the Committee on Infrac- 
tions in order for the committee to consider 
whether that member institution should 
be subject to the show-cause procedures of 
Bylaw 19.4.2.1-(1), which could limit the 
former coach's athletically related duties 
at the new institution fur a designated 
period. 

Wall contends that the show-cause proce- 
dure in Pan Ill-J of Infractions Report No. 
7.1, whicll covers a three-year peric»ri (August 
4, 19*)2, to August 4, 199.5), is too severe, 
unwananted, and should be modified or 
set aside. The committee submits that the 
terms of the sbow-eause procedures are 
consistent with its actions in other cases, 
consistent with the membership's intent, as 
demonstrated by the overwhelming vote of 
the 1985 special (Convention, and are sup- 
poited by the evidence in this case and the 
findings of the committee. 

Because Wall did come before the com 
mittee of his own volition, and because the 
problems related to institutional control 
were endemic within the university and not 
solely the result of his actions, the coit)mittee 
did reduce its usual five-year show-i ause 
period to three years. To further reduce it, 
or to eliminate it, would be unwarranted by 
the findings in this case. Of particular 
importance to note is that the violations in 
the itien's basketball program resulted in 
the university's athletics program being 
subject to the repeat-violator provisions of 
Kylaw 19. 

Finally, it should be noted that a show- 
cause recjuiremeni does not preclude an 
individual from securing a job_ Rather, it 
requires that individual and representatives 
of any NCAA member institution that em- 
ploys that individual to appear before the 
committee to determine if it is appropriate 
to take any actions in regard to that individ- 
ual at the institu|icm_ In some cases, institu- 
tions have provided alternative actions that 
the committee has accepted. It also should 
be noted that a show-cau.se requirement 
would have no effect upon an individual 
seeking eiiiployinent at a non-NCAA insti- 
tution (e.g., junior college or NAIA member 
institution). 
VI. Other maHen. 

A. The following is another finding in 
which Wall was named, but which he did 
not appeal. 

Pan 11 H — [NCAA Constitution 2 1] 

The scope and nature of the violations in 
this reixjit demonstr ate a lack of appropriate 
control and monitoring by the institution in 
the administration of the university's inter- 
collegiate men s basketball progi ani. 

5. The men's basketball program failed to 
act with due diligence in seeking interpreta- 
tions of NCAA rules for situations that 
should have been recognized as possible 
violations. The men's head basketball coach 
(Kevin Wall) had knowledge of matters 
described in Pans Il-A and 11-C involving 
members of the men's basketl>all team that 
should have led him to consult with and 
seek interpretations from appropriate uni- 
versity and NCAA officials on whether the 
matters constituted violations ol NCAA 
rules, but be lailed to do so and permitted 
the activities to occur without timely report- 
ing to the proper university and NCAA 
officers. 

B "My Accusers." 

Wall ( oniends in his appc.tl tbttt his 
accusers had various biases and self- interests 
in making unsubstantiated accusations 
against him. I'here is rarely a case brought 
to the committee in which various motives 
are not attributed to persons reporting 
violations. The cominillee is especially aware 
that, as is almc>s| always the case, persons 
reporting alleged violations are iinbappy_ 
The committee is very cognizant of this 
situation, questions perscjns carefully when 
they aif present in the hearing and reviews 
reports of instilutional and eidoicement 
staff investigators closely on the reliability 
and credibility of persons upon whose 
testimony they are relying. 

In this 1 ase. the t ommittce wrote exien 
sively and forthrightly about the breakdown 
in instilutional control generally, and, in 
respect to the men's basketball program, 
specifically about conllicis among athletics 
department staff members as to duties and 
responsibilities- This is set foitb in Part 1-B. 

In this case, the committee submits that 
its decisions are based on a careful reading 
and hearing of the evidence presented to it. 

C. Wall's contention that the university 
admitted to the violations in order to receive 
a lesser penalty 

The university strongly denies this motive_ 
Its actions in the previous case in which it 
self reported and seH-penali/ed itself with 
severe sanctions, which the committee ac - 
cepted without a hearing (see I^rt 1-A of 
Infractions Report No. 73), and the commit 
tee's penalties in this case [see Part 111 of 



Infractions Report No. 7.'iJ belies that fact 
I he coimmttee did note, as it does in nearly 
all cases, that certain penalties that would 
have l)een imposed had the coaching stall 
that committed the violations been present 
<it the university were not imposed in lliis 
case, rhose penalties (see Part III K of 
Infractions Report No. 78), while they oh 
viously would have had an impact on the 
institution's program, were essentially res- 
trictions on the activities of the staff 
members themselves. An extension of pro 
bation for three more years, preclusion 
from postseason competition, no televising 
of [)asketl)all games, reduc tion of the 1992- 
^Ki men's basketball season by f ive g.unes, 
Icjss of giants-in-aicl and a mandatory sell- 
study are not lesser penalties. The university 
acknowledged ics own f ailures, openly noted 
the violations with which it < cmi uried and 
ai ( ( ptrcl the penalties and sanctions im- 
posed without appeal. 
VII. Concluiion. 

The committee was unanimous in its 
findings in the original hearing, is unani- 
mous in its review of the appeal materials, 
and remains conf ident that it reviewed tlie 
rvicfcncc lairly and arrived at its findings 
and penalties in a fair and just manner

I. Introduction. 

A (lase chionology. 

On September Ki, 1990, the University of 
Icvas, Pan Americ an, received penalties for 
major violations within its women's liaskei- 
ball piogiaiii. At that time, the in.stitution 
did not appear beloi e the NCAA Ciommittee 
on Infractions, but the ( ttse was processed 
under NCAA Bylaws .r2 4 2 1 and .'12.B 2.1 
with the commiuee accepting the institu 
lion's actions. These ac tions im hided: a 
one-ye.u probationary period beginning 
with the 19'^H)-91 women's basketball season; 
elimination of eight expense-paid visits to 
the institution's campus during the period 
from September 1 , 1 990. through August 3 1 , 
1991; the prohibition of all women's basket- 
ball ccjache.s frf>m any ofT-c ainpus recruiting 
and evaluation activities during the period 
f rom September 1, 1990, through August ;M , 
19^)1; no postseason ccmipetition (including 
the American South Athletic Confereni e 
postse.ison tournament) for the 19^M)-91 
academic year; no television appeai.inces 
dining the pericxi from September I, 1990, 
through August :tl, 1991, institutional re 
certification that the current athletics p()li 
c ICS ,ind practices conform to all 
leijuirements ofNCAA legislation; elimina 
tion of the women's head basketliall t oat lis 
complimentary automobile during the pe- 
riod from .September 1 , 1 990, through August 
!ll, 1^)*^M, and piohibition of the women's 
head basketball ( oai h's paTticipation in 
any basketball camp (including bis own 
basketball camp) during the period trom 
September 1. 1990, tbrougb August 31 . 1991 . 
I he committee also retjuircd the inslitulion 
to develop ,iiid implement a rules-education 
and compliance program for alhleti* s de- 
part men t personnel and submit written 
reports concerning that program lf> the 
cnfoiceiiienl staff and the Ck>mmitlee on 
Infractions by Miy 1, 1991. and September 
1, 1991. 

.Subseiiiicntly, the NCiAA enforcement 
staff received several an<»nyiiious teleplione 
calls reporting potential violations involvuig 
the institution's men's basketball program_ 
Also, during the first week in May 1991, an 
athleiKs department staff member ex 
pressed his concerns to .t meiiiber of the 
N(;AA enforcement staff about violations 
involving the institution's men's basketball 
program, which were reported to the insli 
union's dilccior of athletics. During this 
( onvei'saticm, the enforcement staff member 
learned that the athletics department staff 
member was concerned that the violations, 
wbieli were reported in November 1990, 
had been ignoied by the institution. 

The enforcement staff began its review 
ol the institution's men's basketball piogi am 
May 6, 1991, and issued a letter of prelimi 
nary inquiry August 13, 1991 . The letter of 
olllcial inquiry was issued January \ 1992. 
A prehearing cotdetence was held May 7, 
1 992, with the head men's basketl>all coach 
(Kevin Wall) and May 20, W.U, with the 
institution. On June 19, 1992, the (;ommittee 
on Infractions held a hearing in this case, 
whu b was attended by institutional repre 
sentaiives, the head men's basketball coach 
(Kevin Wall) and his personal attorney, and 
members of the NCAA enforcemetit staff. 

B_ The Nature of the Violations 

I bis ca-sc involved serious violations of 
the principles that require NCAA member 
in.slitutions to maintain in.siitntional control 



over their intercollegiate athletics program 
[NCIAA Constitution 2.1]. Apart from the 
failure to inainiaiii institutional control 
and the violation of the principles of ethical 
conduct on the part of the former head 
coach, the violatiims in this case when 
viewed separately could have been handled 
in a manner that might well have avoided 
the need for major sanctions if there had 
been diligent investigation, reporting and 
collective actions taken by the institution. 
Because of the breakdown in institutional 
control witbni the intercollegiate athletics 
department, however, a pattern of violations 
in the men's basketball piogtam bec<ime 
established and flourished fc)r a period of 
years. 

The gravity c»f the breakdown in institu- 
tional control was magnified because many 
ol the Violations found in this report oc- 
cuiTed duringthe time when the NC'AA tuid 
the university were investigating violations 
in the women's basketball program and 
cotitinued into the period during which the 
university was on probation — a time when 
the university had represented to the Com- 
mittee on Infractions that it would have an 
effective compliance and rules-education 
program in place. Among the violations in 
the prior case were those similar in nature 
to some m the present case (e.g., improper 
benefits lor student athletes through the 
anangements of a coach in the form of 
cash and transpcjilation, problems during 
official visits of prospective student athletes, 
and violations cjf the rules on basketball 
practice activities in which the committee 
found that members of the institution's 
women's basketball coaching staff oi^an 
i/ed and observed out of season practice 
subsequent lo the 1989 90 season). Impor 
tandy, the committee found a lack of appro 
prtttte institutional control and monitoring 
in the administration of the institution's 
women's basketball program, which in- 
cluded the lack of an effective rules-educa- 
tion program_ 

The violations in this case ate described 
in Part II of this report They include 
arrangements made by the coaching staff 
with a well-known representative ol the 
men's basketball program to use his credit 
card so that members of the basketball team 
could rent an automobile for a spring 
vacation trip, cash provided directly by the 
head coach to a girlfriend of a student- 
athlete to assist her in the rental of an 
apartment, and out-of-season basketball 
practice where members of the cc»aching 
staff encouraged, directed and participated 
in the improper practice activities. 

While the nature of the violations are 
serious enough in light of the university's 
recent infractions history, they are all the 
more serious because they den^onstraied 
that the university's rules-educaticni, mcmi- 
tcjring and compliance program was not 
effective. 

Although the athletics department had 
designated afi individual to serve as a com- 
pliance ollicer foi the department aiui had 
taken various steps to inform its coaching 
stall about NCAA rules, these measures 
were not effective. Bec ause of inlerdepart- 
ment.d conflicts, the compliance officer did 
not effectively monitor the men's basketball 
program. Additionally, the director of alh 
leiics placed limitations on the ability of the 
compliance officer to Investigate possible 
rules violations. Department policy recjuired 
the submission of any allegations cjf viola- 
tions in writing and signed by the- ac c user 
before inquiries into the circumstances 
would lie made. There were limitations on 
the ability of the lompliancc officer to 
cjuestion student-athletes alionl possible 
violations. 

These practices produced an athletics 
administration cliaracteriied by undue ti- 
midity in the manner in whu b it monitored 
the men's l)asketball program when there 
were warning signals of problems in the 
program Uncler such an approac h, not 
suiprisingly, violations c^cturred and con- 
tinued, which a more aggressive system of 
monitoring prcjmptly would have detected 
and stopped IVi add to the problem, there 
were instances where ccjaches and other 
atbletit s clepartment persons should have 
sought guidance in interpreting NC-AA rules 
but did not do so fhese administrative 
pracliees within the athletics department 
and the men's basketball program evi 
denced a standard of rules compliance and 
monitoring that was so def icient, it ccjiisii- 
tuted a lack of institutional control, as the 
committee has found. In the committee's 
view, the responsibility of institutional con 
trol recjunes more than design.iting an 
employee on the departmental org:inization 
chart as responsible for compliance and 
rules education. Whatever administrative 
approac:h is taken to make sure an athletics

Addilionally, Bylaw .S2.5.M re<|ulies 
each instiiulion to investigate all charges 
against it with .i view toward provitiing full 
and ((>m[)leie information to the NC^AA 
staff and the ( ;f)mmitlcf on Infractions. 
1 he (Y>mniiltee considers wliellier an insti- 
tution has gone signil icaiilly beyond fulfill- 
ing i|s obligatirnis to (ooperate in the 
enforcement process and to take sle|>5! |o 
establish institutional control over its ath- 
letn s program when the tonmiiltee detei- 
minc s wluihei a ( ase is unique in a manner 
thai jiisiif ii s creating an exception to the 
minimum penalties. 

Measured against ihese stand.irds, ihe 
t onmiitlee cannot conclude thai this t ase is 
unupic Although (he university cooperated 
fully with the NOAA enforcement piocess, 
the major burden of initiating and romplet- 
iiig the investigation of many of ihe mailers 
in this I ase fell ujjon the NC'AA enforcement 
stair. 

As indicated in past infractions cases, the 
(oinmiltee also reviewed the nature and 
Slope ol ihe violations committed and the 
existence of mitigating fatlois in setting 
penalties. In this ease, the universily lof»k 
subslamial corrective actions. Ihe men's 
l)askethall progr am will opet .iie under new 
( oat fling personnel. Ooniplianre arlivilit s 
within the alhlelics department have been 
strengthened, .uid Ihe president has become 
more i losely invidvril in directing and 
overseeing the work of the key arlminisll.i- 
tf)rs of tlie athletics departnreiiL The uni- 
vi isily will (i)ntinue its efForts to improve 
the way ii handles eligibility, tinaricial aid 
anci recruiting. In addition, as aheatiy 
rifHed, the university responded to the in 
qiiiiy in this case in a cooperative and 
nonadversaital iii.inner. 

Because of the miiigaling factors, ilie 
committee did not apply all of ihc peti.illies 
that are applicable to a repeal major violalui. 
I he committee did not eliminate all grants- 
in-aid and all reermling arlivities for two 
years nor is the university prohibited from 
serving on NCAA committees and voting in 
the Association for foul years as the legisla- 
tion directs The penalties included a re- 
duction of the men's basketball competitive 
schedule, but only by 20 percent of its 
regular-season schedule. 

In a repeal major violator ea.se, the man- 
datory penalties for a major violation also 
apply. Although the commiiiee believed it 
was appropriate to adjust the application of 
(he repeat major violator penalties in light 
of the particular circumstances of the case, 
the clear purpose of the Association's pen- 
alty provistor»s is to apply substantial penal 
lies in a repeat major case unless 
exceptional reasons exist for not doing so. 
Thus, the committee felt constrained by the 
legislation to apply the full range of penal- 
lies designated for a major violation in 
Bylaw 19.4.2.2 absent; (1) extraordinary 
circumstances thai would justify finding the 
ease unique, or (2) action by the university 
that makes the penalty not relevant (as 
when the universily has suspended or elim- 
inated the program). Neither of these situa- 
tions was present in the case, except to the 
extent that the changes in cr>aching person- 
nel justify some relief from the mandatory 
restrictions on recruiting activities and 



suspeirsion of personnel from engaging in 
coaching activiius.

11. Violations of NCAA lagislation, ai da- 
termined by committee. 

A. [NCAA Bylaws 16.02.3, 16.12.2.1 and 
Hi 12.'^-(c)l 

On March 12, 1090, the head men's 
basketball coach (Kevin Wall) advised a 
stuclent-athlete lo ccjntacl a representative 
of the inslilulion's athletics inierests ic* ask 
the representative to assist ihc young man 
with renting an automobile in order for the 
young man and three other student-athletes 
lo travel between Edinbutg, lexas, and 
Houston (a round-trip distance of approxi 
mately 790 miles), during spring-break va- 
cation. The bead coach knew that the 
representative intended to use his credit 
card to pay for the initial cost of the retltal 
under arrangements where the young man 
would reimburse the representative for the 
charges. The representative obtained the 
automobile rental lc»r the student-athletes 
by using his spouse's credit card. This 
resulted in a charge cjf $380.39 on the 
rcptesenlalive's c redit card account, which 
the student athlete repaid to the represent- 
ative in pan at the time of the rental and the 
balance at the eird oi tiie rental period. The 
liead coach permitted these arrangements 
wilhcml seeking any inleqirelalion from 
the university, conference or NCAA as lo 
whether NCAA legislation wcjuld peirnit .i 
Well-known representative of the university's 
athletics interests to facilitate the availability 
of a rental car for the use oi student-atliletes 
who otherwise would not be able to reni the 
automc^bile, and to provide credit hacking 
for the benel it of the student-athletes 
through the use of the credit calcl. 

This violation cjccutTcd alter the 19H9-90 
regularbaskeiball season when the student- 
athlete contacted a rental car agency lo 
inquire about the procedures to rent an 
automobile After being informed that the 
student-athlete was under age and ireeded a 
major credit card to rent an automobile, the 
young man cc^ilactcd the head coach (Wall) 
io request assistance in obtaining a rental 
automobile for transportation to Houstcjt) 
during the institution's spring break. The 
head coach told the student-athlete that he 
could not assist the young man, because 
other sludent-athletes with eligibility re- 
maining would he accompanying the young 
man on the trip, but advised the student- 
athlete to solicit the representative's assist- 
ance in obtaining (he rental automobile. 
Subsequently, the representative was con- 
tacted by the coaching staff on behalf of the 
student athlete. The representative agreed 
to rent the automobile by using his credit 
card on the young man's promise to pay the 
representative in cash to cover the cost of 



the rental. The same day, an assistant men's 
basketl>all coach transported the sludenl 
athlete Ic) the repieseritalive's place of 
business, and Unci lianspoited the young 
mail and the representative from his pla< e 
of Inisiiuss to M( Allen Airpoit, whe re the- 
repiesentalive used the c red it card |o obtain 
the rental autcjmobile on behalf of the 
student-alfilete. After signing the rental 
agreement, ihe young man piaid the repre- 
sentative a sunr estiirraled lo be between 
$1.^)0 and $300inf.asli. 

B. INCAA Bylaws 1(1.02 .3, 10.12.2.1 and 
IB 12-2.31 

On April II, 1 990, the head men's basket 
ball roach (Kevin Wall) provided $200 cash 
to a ycuMig Woman at ihe institution bee ,t use 
of ht r relationship to a men's basketball 
studenl-alhlele. I be coach made this pay- 
ment as a result of the sludent-athlete's 
interest in securing an apartment with the 
young woman. On Af»ril 10, ihe young man 
and the young woman met with the head 
toac h in his offic e lo recjuest $200 for a 
sec iii ily deposit for an apartment. The head 
coLich subsecjuerilly told the young man 
that he would not approve the youirg man's 
moving out of the university dormitory. 
Wlien ihe young man later informed the 
coach thai his friend was having financ ial 
dilf i( ultic-s because she had aniic i|)ated 
receiving hel|) in paying ihe rent by sharing 
the apaiimeiit with him, the coach ollered 
to lend funds to tlic young woman to helii 
hc.-r rem (he apaHmoni wiihnut the young 
m.ui. ( )n April 1 1 , |hc head (o,»ch gave the 
money tc> ilif young woman. A lew days 
alter receiving the money, the young woman 
anci the student-alhlete signed a lease for 
the apailmeiiL 

C. (NCAA Bylaws 10.12.2.1 and 16.12.2.3- 
(b)l 

On October 2. 1990, a graduate assistant 
men's basketb<ill coach paid a $1.S0 fine for 
a studenl-atlilete who was anesled on .issaull 
charges for fighting with several students 
on the institution's campus. The head men's 
basketball coach (Kevin Wall) became aware 
of this action by the graduate assistaiu 
I oach soon after it occ urred. Although the 
head coach knew that payment of the fine 
in this manner was an NC^AA violation, he 
did not repon the violation to the imiversity 
or the NCAA. 

D. |NCAA Bylaws 13.2.1. 13.2.2-(b), 13.12.1 
and 16.12.2.11 

During the olTicial paid visit of a prospec- 
tive student athlete April 20 22, 1989, the 
prospect participated in a tryout with 
members of the men's liaskelball team in 
the university's gym. This tryout occuiTed 
during a period when baskelball practice 
activities were not permissible for team 
iiiembeis undei NC'AA legislalion (see P.ii1 

II-l'.). A member ol the men's basketball 
coaching staff provided a practice jersey to 
ihe prospect in order that the young man 
could patticipale. This tryout was videotaped 
and later observed by the young man and 
members of the men's basketball co.iching 
staff. Also, during the pnjspect's ofluial 
paid visit, the young man asked a member 
of the institution's haskeihall coaching staff 
lor a pair of basketball shoes. After this visit, 
a member of the men's basketball coaching 
staff provided a pair of green and white 
hightop Converse basketball shcjes (si/e 1 f*) 
to the prospect while visiting the young 
man at a summer league basketball game in 
Hcjuston. 

I'.. INCAA Bylaws 17.3.2. 12 and 17.3.6] 
On numerous occasions between 1989 
and 1991, members of the men's basketb.dl 
coaching staff observed members of the 
men's b.isketbal! team engaged in basketball 
arlivities on the institution's campus, both 
before October 1.5 and after the coii^pletion 
of the institution's basketball season. On 
several of ihese occasions, portions of these 
basketball activities were videotaped, tind 
members of the coaching staff occasionally 
reviewed the tapes Members of the coach- 
ing stall knew of, encouraged and, in some 
instances, directed or participated in the 
practice activities These violations of the 
restrictions on practice activities occutred 
c»n a regular basis over an extended period 
of time. The violations continued notwith- 
standing repons made to the university's 
athletics administration and the finding in 
the October 26, 1990, infractions report 
concerning the university's women's bas 
ketball program of violations of a similar 
type. 

F. [NCAA Bylaw 13.2.1] 

In August 1989, before the beginning of 
the institution's 198990 academic year, 
four prospective student-athletes received 
at least one night of lodging at no cost to the 
young men at a local hotel through a trade- 
out policy between the institution's athletics 
department and the hotel. The mother of 
one of the prospects and a friend cjf the 
mother also received one night of lodging 
at no cost to them. 



C. [NCAA Bylaws 10.1-(c)aiid 11.1.1] 
rile fc^t met head men's basketball coach 
(Kevin Wall) nivolved m this case acted 
contrary to the principles oi ethical conduct 
inasmiic h as he did iioi, on all oc i asions, 
dejioit himself in aciordttnce with the 
generally rec ogni/c-d high slaiid.nds of 
honesty and good sportsmanship normally 
associated with the conduct and adminis- 
tration ol mteicfjllegiale athletics. 

1. The former heai.i coach's involvement 
in P.irt ll-K .is sel foith in this report, 
demonsiiaied a knowing elloit on his part 
to operate the instiiuiion's intercollegiate 
basketball program ccmtrary lo N( ]AA Ic gis- 
lalion. 

2. The fot lTlei head coac h knowingly 
provided f alse and misleading information 
to the institution, the N(]AA and the (lorn 
rriiltee on Infractions during the course of 
the hearing in the case june 1 9, 1992, in that 
he denied any knowledge of or involvement 
in any of the violations described in l^n 11- 
F. when he, in fact, knew violations ol this 
type had occurred and had liecn involved 
in them. 

H |NCAA Constitniion 2.1 ] 

The sc ope and natuie (jf the violations in 
this report demonsli.Ue ,i Utck of appropriate 
control and monitot ingby the instiiulion in 
the administration of the univeisity's inter 
c ollegiaic men's basketball program. 

1 I he director of athletics failed to act 
with due diligent e in investigating and 
reviewing .illegcd violations in the men's 
liaskelball piogtam as reported to him by 
institutional staff members before the 
NCAA enforcement staff conducting its 
investigation with regard |o Pails II-A and 
II-F as set forth in this report. 

2. The university failed to ac t with due 
diligence to delermine the eligibility of a 
sludenl-athlete cjn the men's basketball 
team, iheieby pennitting the young man to 
participate in six seasons of competition. 

3 The univeisily's faculty athletics tepie 
sentative failed to exercise any substantial 
role in overseeing ,ind monitoring eligibility 
and compliance issues in the university's 
athletics programs lo delermine that these 
matters were being handled appropriately 
by ihe athletics adminislralic}n or other 
university officers. 

•1. There was a breakdown in communi- 
c ations within the athletics department in 
which, with the knowledge of the director of 
athletics, the individual in the athletics 
department responsible for compliance 
was unable to deal with ihe liiiiversily's 
men's liaskelball program and lacked suffi- 
c ient authority and support f rom his admiri- 
islralive superiors lo be able to discharge 
his responsibilities tc.i invrstigale .illegcd 
viol.ilions, lo report sue h allegations to 
offic ials within the university and the NCAA, 
and to ensure that appicjpriate .iction was 
taken l>y ihe university's athletics depart- 
ment to follow up on such reports. 

fi. I he men's basketball program failed to 
ac t wilh due diligence in seeking interpreta- 
tions of NCAA rules for situations lhal 
shcjuld have been recognized as possible 
violations, fhe head men's basketball coach 
(Kevin Wall) had knowledge of matters 
described in Parts II-A and II-C involving 
memheis ol |he men's liaskelball team thai 
should have led him to consult wilh and 
seek interpretations frcjm appropriate um- 
versiiy and NCAA officials on whether the 
nutters coiistiliiled violalic^ns ol N(]AA 
rules, hul he failed to do so and permitted 
the ac livities lo occur without timely report- 
ing lo the proper universilv and NC'AA 
officers. 

1 In addition to the violations found 
above, the university self-reported several 
additional violations oi a secondary nature 
for which it took conective ai lions, inchid- 
ing fcjrfeiture ol three games in the sport of 
men's basketball for using an ineligible 
player and replacing the head women's 
baskett>all coach. 

ill. Committee on Infractlont penoltiet. 

For the reascjns set forth in Part I of this 
repc>n, the Committee on Infractions found 
ihat the violations in the case ccjileclively 
constitute a majcjr vicjlation of NCAA legis- 
laticjti that occurred alter September 1, 
1985. NCAA Bylaw 19 4.2 2, as adopted by 
ihe Association's membership, requires 
prescribed minimum penalties, "subject to 
exceptions authorized by the Committee on 
Infractions in unic]ue cases on the basis of 
specifically stated reasons," that include: (a) 
a two-year probationary period (including a 
periodic, in-person monitoring system atid 
written institutional reports), (b) the elimi- 
nation of all expense paid recruiting visits 
to tile institution in the involved sport for 
one recruiting year; (c) a requirement that 
all coaching staff members in the sport be 
prohibited from engaging in any off-campus 
recruiting activities for one recruiting year; 
(d) a requirement that all institutional stall 
members determined by the Committee on 



Inliaclions knowingly icj have engaged in 
or c ondoned a rnajcir violalicm be subject 
( ithei to leiriiiiiation of einployrrient, sus- 
pension without pay ioi at least one year or 
KMssigiiiiient of duties within the inslitution 
lo a position thai floes not inc lude coniact 
with prospective- or enrolled siudeni-aihlctcs 
or representatives of the institution's athlet- 
ics inleiesls for at least cjne year, (e) one 
year o| sancticjiis prec hiding postseascjn 
competition in the spor1; (f) cjne year of 
s.inc lions [ii'ei liidiiig lc;li;visioii appeaiances 
in the s|>ort, and (g) institiUiontd I'eceitific a- 
tic>n thai the current athletics policies and 
practices conform to all rec|Hiremenls of 
NCAA regulations. 

Because this case involves a major viola- 
lion of NCAA legislation that occurred 
wiihin live years of the- effeciive dale of a 
penalty for a prior major violalion by the 
institution, N( :AA Bylaw 19 4 2 3, as arlopted 
l)y the (ionvenlion of the Association, re- 
c)uires, "subject to exceptions aiithori/cd by 
the (iommitlee on Infractions in iinii.|iie 
cases on (he basis ol specifically stated 
reasons," additional minimum penalties 
that sh.iU include; (a) the ptohibilion of 
some or .ill outside competition in the 
involved sport for one or two seasons; (!>) 
the piohibilion of all members of ifie 
coac hing staff from involvement in coach- 
ing activities at the institution during ihe 
period ol prohibition of outside conipeli- 
tion, (c ) the elimination of all initial granls- 
in-aid and all recruiting activities in the 
spcjrt for a period of two years; (d) ineligibil- 
ity of all insliuilional representatives to 
sei^e c>n any NCAA committee for a period 
of loui years and a lequiiemenl that all 
instilulioiial stall members who are pies- 
riilly seizing on ihr- PtesidentsComiiiission, 
(Council, Kxecutive (lomimuec or other 
NC^AA commiiiees resign their positions, 
and (e) the requirement lhal the insliliilion 
sui render its voting privileges in the Assoc i- 
ation lor a tour-year period. 

The conlniittee considered both the na- 
niie of ihe violations, which are sel forth in 
l*<il1 II of ibis report, as well as the extent to 
which there are mitigating factors that 
should be taken inio a(cTnini_ Koi ihe rea- 
sons set forth in I^rt 1 of this report, the 
Conmiiiiee on Infractions cietcrmincd that 
this case was tutl a unic|uc case bul also 
determined that it, nevertheless, was appro- 
priate for the institution lo receive penalties 
that differed from the complete set of 
minimum penalties olhei-wise required by 
N(AA legislalion. Accordingly, the pc nallies 
imposed in this case l»y the (^oiiiinittee on 
Inlraclions are as follows: 

Minimum Penalty for a Major Violaticjn 
[Bylaw 19.4.2.2] 

A. The university shtdl be pulilicly repri- 
manded and censured, and placed on pro 
bation for a period of three years from the 
date these penalties are imposed, which 
shall be the date the I.'j-day appeal period 
expires or the date the insliiuticjn ncjtifies 
the executive direcior that il will not appeal, 
whichever is earlier, or the date established 
by NCAA (Council subcommittee action in 
the event of an appeal by the university lo 
|he Council, i| being cindei'slood thai should 
any portion ol any ol the penallies in this 
case be set aside for any reason other than 
by appropriate acticjn ol the Asscjcialion, 
the petiaUies shall lie irconsideretl by the 
Ccjmmitlee on Infractions 

Further, the University ol lexas, I^in 
American, shall be subject to the provisions 
of NC AA Bylaw 19.1.2.3 concerning repeal 
violators for a live-year period beginning 
on the ellective date ol the penalties in this 
case. 

B. During this period of probation, the 
institution shall; develop and irtiplement a 
c omprehensivc educational program (e.g.. 
seminars and testing) to instruct roaches 
and athletics department personnel on 
NCAA legislalion. submit a preliminary 
report by Janviary 1, 1993, setting forth a 
schedule for establishing this compliance 
and educaticjtial program, and file annual 
written progiess reports with the NCAA 
enforcement staff by July 1 of each year 
thereafter during the probationaiy peric^d, 
with a particular emphasis on limitations 
on practice seasons and activities, restric- 
tions on activities involving representatives 
of the university's athletics interests, extra 
benefit limitations, and steps taken to estab- 
lish institutional control over its intercolle- 
giate athletics program. 

C. The institution's men's basketball team 
shall end its 1992-93 season with the playing 
of its last regularly scheduled, in-season 
contest and shall not be eligible to partici- 
pate in any postseason competition, includ- 
ing a foreign tour, following that season. 
Moreover, the men's basketball team may 
not take advantage of the exceptions to the 
limitation in the number of basketball

When Nnenna Lynch stepped 
onto the Villanova University cam- 
pus for the first time a little more 
than three years ago, she had no 
long range goals, no set limits by 
which she would measure her suc- 
cess. 

In fact. Lynch hail only one 
objective when she enrolled al 
Villanova: not to be a statistic. 

"As a senior in high school, I 
did some research and found that 
most top high school athletes 
never make it in college, that most 
think too far ahead and never end 
up getting tlirough college," Lynch 
said. "I told myself thai would not 
happen to me. 1 wanted to be an 
exception to the rule." 

Lynch has been that and more. 
In fact, she may be ihe gauge by 
which future Villanova student 
athletes measure their success. 

In three plus years with the Wild- 
cat program. Lynch has helped 
villanova to four NCAA Division I 
Women's Ooss Country Cham- 
pionships titles. In Irat k, she woti 
Ihe 1992 NCAA outdoor 3,000- 
metei' run and claimed five con 
ference titles, all the while main- 
taining a 3.930 grade-point average 
(4.000 scale) in sociology.

Compliance strategies 

Financial aid office compliance responsibilities: 

Federal student aid regulations require that all financial 
aid be coordinated by the financial aid office. Similarly, 
NCAA regulations require that all financial aid adminis- 
tered to student athletes by tfie institution be awarded 
ttiiough its regular financial aid autfiority. 



To determine whether the institution's regular financial 
aid authority is directly responsible for awarding all 
inslitulional financial aid to student-athletes, compliance 
administrators may wish to review the institution's athletics 
financial aid policies and procedures to ensure that the 
financial aid office is responsifjle for the following 
compliani e ai tivities: 

■ Determining institutional cost of-attendance and full 
grant-in-aid figures. 

■ Reviewing athletics aid recommendations for the 
athletics department. 

■ Assembling, offering and awarding financial aid 
packages to prospective and enrolled student athletes. 

■ Providing written statements of the amount, duration, 
conditions and terms of the financial aid awards to 
studenl-alhletes. 

■ .Sending student athletes written notification of re- 
newal/nonrenewal of institutional financial aid. 

■ Conducting prompt hearings (when requested) for 
student athletes whose aid was not renewed or was canceled 
or gradated during the period of the award. 

■ Certifying that financial aid was granted without 
regard in any degree to athletic s ability where applicable 
in certifying noncounters. 

■ Approving and awarding summer school athletics 
aid.

Bylaws 14.3.5.1.1 and 14.6.4.4.6.1 

Receipt of financial aid during two-week 
temporary-certification period 

Divisions I and II iiislilutions should note thai in 
iucordance with Bylaws 14.3.5.1.1 and 14.6.4.4.6.1, if a 
rec ruited student athlete reports for athletics patticipalion 
before the high school or two year college academic 
record has been certified, the student-athlete may practice, 
but not compete, for a maximum of two weeks. 

During its November 19, 1992, telephone conference, 
the Interpretations Committee determined that an institu- 
tion may not provide nonpemiissible financial aid to a 



nonc]ualifier or partial qualifier during the two-week 
temporary-c enification period setforth in Bylaws 14.3.5.1.1 
and 14.6.4.4.6.1 in which the student may practice, but not 
compete, while the institution is obtaining information 
necessary to certify the student-athlete's eligibility. 

Bylaw 15.3.5.1.1 

Hearing opportunity required when financial aid has 
been gradated or canceled 

During its Novemlier 19, 1992, telephone conference, 
the ItUeqjretations C-ommittee determined that the refer 
ence to "institutional financial aid" set fonh in Bylaws 
15.3.4. 1 (gradation or cancellation of financial aid pemiit- 
ted), 15.3.4.2 (gradation or cancellation of financial aid 
not pemiitted) and 15.3.5.1 (institutional obligation for 



providing a prompt hearing), refers only to institutional 
aid that is based in any degree on athletics ability. Thus, if 
a .student athlete is receiving institutional financial aid 
unrelated to athletics ability and such aid is reduced or not 
renewed for the ensuing academic year, the institution is 
not obligated to provide an opportunity for a hearing 
before the institutional agency making the award, except 
as provided under institutional policy applicable to all 
students.
